PALLAVA AROHlTECTiniE OF KA^CFliPlJRAM. 


INTBODnCTORY, 

lOifcntFURAJL, tbe anciajit capital of the PaLlava kingdom, ia situated aljont Sd miles 
south-west nf Madras. 

It has from a Teiy early date been noted for the number and beauty of its temples. 
At the present daj' it is chiefly remarkable for its larger Dravidian templesj which, however, 
compared witb tbo earlier examples, ane of comparatively recent date; but before i^83, no 
one imagined that bnildinga still exist hei'e, which are eonterapntary with, or earlier t.hgVi 
some of the oldest examples of South Indian Hindu amhiteeture hitherto known. 

Among the earliest monuments of the South, the most ascicut and best known are tliose 
at MimaUSparain; and, as the raiAas there, are immisiakable aiouoLthie reprudnctioiia of 
what must have been earlier stmotural buildingB, it be<same a ijneation whether any examples 
of these earlier buihlings might still exist. Conatdering tlm early date of the rofAn#, it 
was hanlly to be expected that any bniidiogs could have withstootl the ravages of time 
and violence fi'oni an ^jlier perio<L Until within n f ew y^r s ago, few or no timdu 
struetnial temples in the Peninsula, were known, of a anterior to those of the Chgks 
of the eleventh century.' The dieeovcry that the Pallavas were the excavators of the 
M3mnl1Spu.ram remains, however showed that if any of these earlier strticbnres might still he 
found, they would likely occur in the conotry formerly under the away of the PaUavas 
and poeaihly in their ancient capital itself. But the first to be discovered were the group 
at Pattadakal in the Belganm district, of which the temple of Yirnpaksba dales from the 
early part of the eighth eentnjy A.D. These are desoribed in the first Bapori q/ the 
Arehiiiological Survtif or Western India. The further discovery of the EaBchipuiam group 
of temples now under review is of considerable importance tn archiEOlogical research, and, 
with tho Pattadakal and Kokanfir temples, supplies a further link which earlier inveetigatore 
had, previous to 18T4, looked for in rain. In IS8S, Mr. Ji. Sewell, I.U.S. (retired), visited 

ESfichipuiam, and observed two temples — the MatahgfiSvara, and Muktfilvara__whose 

* porticos bore a striking reaeablanee to the fmjades of some of the eave temples at 
Mfimnllapuram.* The tower also, of another tomplo—the Vaiknntha Pemmil—he noted as 
having an outline in close affinity to that of the Dbarmarija raVta at Mamalldporam, each 
storey being distiiiotly stepped back from that immediately below it, forming a platform 
with parapet on each, after the style of the ancient riAam, but common also to many 
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of the early Dmriiliaa teraplea. * *Oa sarroying this buildmg, L noted that the peouliarity 
referred to* is more complete thua ereti the view from the outside would load ouu to expect- 
The platforms extend right thronsh tho tower, fonning a series of shrines—one abore 
anotlmr, —in wMDt im^DB are plac^« 

Dr- Burgess afterwards visited the place in 1333 and (lisrovyred the Eaiiasanddha 
temple, a building qf much more lEiipuj-tance ai'chitocturuUy, than any of those previotialy 
noted, 

(Ju a subsequent visit* 1 noted other two PaJlava ahrines—the Tripurintakfifivara and 
Airiivat^vani. These are at present the ouiy known examples of P&Uava arrhitacture 
remaiuiug in the city. 


HISTORY AND ARCHlTECTtTilE. 

The history of the people to whom we aactibo these luonunaents is to a great ilo^reo 
very fragmentary, but so far as it boars on the arohitecture and showa the early extent 
and imwer of the Vallava kingdom, it will bo desirable to incorporate it in the following 
aketeb. 

The state of eivLlbsatiou of a people ia judged by its arohiteetnre, and in cases such as 

this, where tl«e other historical records are eouiparatively acauty, or where thev do exist_ 

sometimes of u doubtful nature, we iniiy lind the architecttire a useful auxiliary in eluoidat- 
ing many obscure matters of history. Where we find a high state of exci^eueo in the 
architectural arts at any age and in any couutry, we may assume as a sm 0 tjsa non, thi^t r the 
people likewdee had advanced considerably in civilization. 

The capital ^xity of the FalLavas occupies a very prominent place iu the ancient history 
of Southern India, uud has been cegarded from early times as one of the seven sacred places 
of India,"* ITutil quite lately, the hiaU^ry of that people was, from Om absence of reJkblo 
data—on which to base any trustworthy couclusioss regarding the extent and power of the 
dynasty—eovtdoped iu iineertainty. [I’hu wilful misrepresentation of facts in the legend of 
the conquest of this kingdom by Adfiuilui Chdla—^in order to fuagnify the suecesaes of that 
prince—a «tiitoment that the conqueror found tho country a wilderness iplia bi ted by tribes 
no Imtter than nomadea; ami that he founded the city of Zdncbipaiam—is an example iif one 
of tho many exploded myths of Indian hLstury. The very legend betrays itself, and shows 
that onrlcrnoath the description lies a substratum of fact, which crops out here and there, 
and which shows that the despised Kunimburs® had reached a high pitch of civilization^ 
were good agriculturists and imderetood tim art of war.

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Aceording to tradition, Adoijdai found a. great number of tanks, and water coursee 
conatrueted at public espenae* They ware known to hare had strong fortressefl 
throughout their country ; and, tlioir coast pcssessed a Dousidemhle coamieree.^ Their land 
was diridod into twenty-four parts ; dirisiong which were afterwards adopted by the ChSks 
thenuielrea when they became masters of the country. They had a certain form of 
religion; * and, as the merobants of Karliripduipa^nata sought trading iutercouree with 
them, they budt certaLu trading stations, among wbioh are mentioned Kadaliir (CuddaLore), 
and Sdla-Kupam (Salarenkuppam near MduifilMpnram): they fionrisbed in conscguenee. 
Dnring the battle mentioned in the legend, they were enffieiently strong to offer a consider¬ 
able resistance to Adondai’s army. After that, Siva appeared in a ilream and promised 

him victory over the Kurombars. The following day the Kurambar troops were routed 
with great slaughter. 

.'ks oue of the trophies of the fight was stated to be a briLzeu or bromte gate of the 
Pural fort, it shows that they were also workers in metal. After soine more fighting, 
the other forts w’cre taken, the country subdned and named Tondamanihilam. An analysis 
□f these and other statements shouid ropreseqt what elasa unpeople the former rulers were; 
but the gcmeral tenor of the legend has itself been suffieient to obscure for centuries, or 
entirely blot out from the pages of history, almost the very name of this once groat and 
powerful race. The foregoing quotations from statements which bear a certain amount of 
historical truth, should therefore he taken with some reserve, as it is hardly necessary to 
point out how absurd are the inferences which it was intended the tradition should convey, 
when we consider that it refers to a period in the middle of the eleventh centuiy; whUe vve 
find from more reliable evidences, that the Pal lavas, having been a powerful nation as early, 
or earlier than the first century of the Christian era, had, at the later date, possibly reached 
the aeuitlj of their power and fallen into their ^lino. TMs Icgond of the conquerors 
wouM liave iis believe that the conquered race were a primitive and rude people, who had 
never reuched any degree nf civtlization, but their architactare tells a different title which 
any qualified student may read. 

The early people hud no history properly so called, and where facta wore wanting, they 
invented them to suit their own opinionB of what should be.“ But notwithstanding such 
perversions, which have been jiut forth elotlied with tiie appearanee of authentic historical 
trutli, the real facts generally come at last to light, and. in this case have done so with a 
fulne^^, sufficient to throw in the shade the vaunted greatness of the Chillas themselves. 

Sir Walter Elliot, hy Ids ooUeotion of inscriptions relating to this people, dii-ected 
attoution to the important ploee the Pallavua bad i>eeupied in the early history of .Southern 
Lidta; a fact which had Ixjen almost entirely overlooked by previous historians. Certain it 
is, that architectural works, wliich we now know to be theirs, were assigned to the Ch61as, 
or some other contemporary dynasty. Inscriptions translated in the Indian Anlifiuara 
added further facts; the Hev, lEr. Foulkes collected the information thus elicited, by his 
paper m the Stilem DMnet MimHal, and others in various scientifie joiimala, l fiber 
ihscripririis since dia^vered, have proved useful additions to our hitherto scanty 
knowledge of .be snhjret, ilaterials ora thorefure now available, to enable us to {ussign

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with a fair approviniatiDn to historical esaotoess, the real positioii oceupied hy the Pallavas 
in thfiir relation to other and bettor known dynaaties. 

^rom the inscriptions ahuady bfoii^t to light, we know they occupied a p«mtiaa of 
considerable inlliieiijco at, or earlier than the Christian Bra, la the fifth century O.C, 
Gautama Buddha is said to have converted the people of KancMporam.*” In the third 
eentuiy B.C , A^Qka, it is aaid, built many Boddhist Topes in the neighbourhood; no 
material evidence has however, as yet been found to support the tradition. Thu* is the earliest 
and almost only record we have of the introduotion of Buddhism into the Pallava (lountty, 
Tho early religion of the Pallai aa waus apparently Bnddhisn^ 

rHiueii Theang probably only related tradition when he spoke of Buddha having 
personally converted the people. Of the topes said to hav'e boen haill by A§dka, none now 
remain in the neighbourhood of Klhcblpuram,—though the existing earliest buildings in the 
cottnh^ are erected on distinct Buddhist models.^ 

WKmi 150 years later, we tiad that nameroufl Baddhist mooks from the Fallava 
country visited Ceylon.’* In the firat century A.D. thePollavas were raluig in the i^outliern 
Dakhan, they built forts and pilaees in the basin, of the Pill4r, and carried on an extensive 
commerce both witb the M’^cst and East.** 

The materials for this period are rather seanty for the record of a continuous history; 
but they are sufficient to show that at this time, the dynasty occapiod a positiou of consider¬ 
able pow'er and infivience^ 

As indicating the commerce with the West, Homan, coins arc still found occasiDnully at 
the ancient seaport «i£ MfimaU&puram. Leaden coins also, of tho Andhra kings have been got 
at the same and other places in the rallava Country,’* Baktrhm coins, of a date seemingly 
anterior to the Christian era, have also been found. The Buktriau kingdom was perhaps 
overthrown about a century B,CJ* The intercourse wbieh the coins iadioate, must therofoie 
be placed about or before that date. 

About tbe same period, VistmnbhQpa reigned at £S£chIpnram; and later SfiUvfihana 
an ancestor of Mukunti Pallava is said to have reigned at the same place,” 

About this titne, a large colony is sapposed to have emigrated from the coast of 
TeUugSna and settled tn Java.” An inscription found there, belonging to about tbe fifth 
century A.D,” is probably the work of this people. Early in our era, MaUMvora reigned at 
.Mdmall&purain—which was originally called after his name ® —and in his reign, the place 
was destroyed by an inundation of the sea.*’ 

It has been mentioned that the ancient Hindn emigration from India to Java came 
not frota the east, but the west coast. In the light of additional information since bronght 
to light, this view must be somewhat modified, as, according to Burnell, the poj Bio¬ 
graphical eviilences of tbe Javanese inscriptions show more connection with the Pulhiva

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tlian with those of any other part of India, “ The aroMteoture also of the temples in Java, 
is BOtith — not north—Indian in style.” “ Prom any inacriptional eridence wo hare on the 
point, MamnlMpuram seetUB to hare been an Important aeaport in the days of the Pallavas. 
Fergnsson mentions that there is no fiaee of any city near (he excaTationa that could have 
been inhabited.^* Tliis perhaps admits of explanation. During the many centuries that 
these works hare bean in existence, the sea has graduaHy encroaobed and the saud drifted, 
till the eastern portion of the courtyutd of the ** shore ” temple has been wnshod away; 
(a dtpdtin is stUl seen standing in the water). The origioal door line of the court is about 
12 feet under the present aurlsce of the sand. The cares et Sdlaranknppsjn are at a 
considerable depth below the present sand snrfaee; ns also the hasement of the large ias 
feiie/f known as " Arjuna's penance; ” and other works vvMch stand on a low lere). May 
uot then, the rnius of uuy oity there may hare been, be under tlie sand ? 

^tolemy’s emporium for the tiolden cherseneae, and the farther east—m the second 
century—^wos within the Pallara territory on the eastern coast,*^ and Arkdt, and Iddmalli' 
puram hare respeotirdy been idcutifled with Ptolemy’s ArJeatt Begio Sorin and Malerj/Aa,^ 
This would show that a very considerable oemmeroo was then being earned on between 
the Eiist and the West, and, that it mnst have been in exlatsuce even before the time these 
records refer to. The western coins also, which are found all over the region, shew how 
general Ihis intercourse must have been. 

With regard to ancient works of this dynasty in the Arkat Distriet, 1 have, in anothur 
report, pointed out, that some and probably all of the numerons oaves found there, arc the 
. works of the PaUavas, showing that the rock excavations executed by them are more 
numerous and extousive than has been hitherto supposed.^ 

tThat a high prohciency in the arts did prevail among these people, and at a very earlv 
period, is shown by diSerent records. The Fallava kings were renowned for their learning, 
skill in warfare, and personal valour ; ^ and Miuen Thsang (640 A,D.) found numerous 
temples throughout the portion of bis route which lay through this country; and Imge and 
richly sculptured Buddhist bnildiugs at Dhanakata and Pingola. Numerous insoriptions 
bear similar evidence, and the masses of inscribed documents which have been collected, 
and are still accumulating, enable us to judge with a fair approximation, of the liberal 
patronago bestowed by the PaUavus on learning, and the architectural arts, from the earliest 
times of which we have at present any recorded knowledge of them. 

It is bnt reasonable to suppose that a people who had attained sneh power and culture, 
would,—in common with other Eaces of which we have fuller information—have free eom- 
mnnlcatiou with western tkatious. That there were trading relations between the Eiist and 
West has been already shown, (tJ.) •, but that this intercourse was so complete, as to make 
tho arts of the one uSect those of the other, is what the architecture in severei instances 
would sBcm to show. We know from the finding of coins, and other sources, that the 
Bomans had trnding conununioatioa with tho Pallavas. 

It can be proved that an intimate connection did exist between the north of India and 
Rome at that time; but with the South, it has hitherto been supposed that only trade was 
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eonied o>d between the two. A^dlca (260-223 and Cb&ndiaj^ptai (of the Manriya 

Dynastyj B.C. 325-188) formed alliaaeos with Antrochna, Antyonns, PtoJemy Philadelpbos, 
and Magas of Cyreno, for the cstablisliment of hospitslsi and the protection of his oo> 
religionists in their eomitriea.^ A. mneh earlier interconree la known to have existed 
between Indieif Bgypt and other countries, but at so remote a period, that it could have had 
BO effect on the present stone arohitoetnre of India, wltich, in fact, as far as is known, hud no 
existence at that period. I may therefore only note it in passing. We read that Thothmes 
HI (? 1600 B.O.) penetrated to the conntiy of elephants.* *’ ** The Bindns — 'though an. aneient 
nation, bad—before they were brought under European influenee—^no stone arehiteetnre. 
Any btnldings they had, were — like those of the Burmese, and other eastern nations at the 
present day—construoted of wood. Tlreir earliest stone examples show considerable traces of 
wooden construction still retained and applied in stone. 

The Pand^’ans also, had. communication with the Romans in the days of Aiignstus (27 
B.C.); and there are records of a Hinda king Imving sent aml^asadors to the Court of the 
Emperor.® The oontempoiary Ch6k Tdngdom was known to the Greeks, and is mentioned in 
the J*eripitL» Eritkinsi (AJ). 246-T) and in Ptolemy (A.D. ISO),® 

Whether a western colony ever settled, on the east coast of Southern India, we have at 
present, no means of shewing. On the wesh*rn Cochin coast at least, there was a temple of 
Augustus, and a garrison of soldiers at Muziris, (doubtfully) identified with Muyirikddu or 
Cronganore.®* 

Some evidences there are in the arehiteetnre also, which show more than a chance simi*' 
larity in some points between that of the East and the W'est; forms which, although familinr 
enough to us in classical architecture, are found reproduced with modifieatioiBS—suited to 
the pogiHon in which we find them — -in Pallava architecture, showing that the one nation bad 
probably been influenced in this art by the other. 

Tlie earliest notices sp^k of these people as Buddhists; and, in common with the change 
Id rdigion, which was geneml over India, or through the personal leanings of individual 
sovereigns, we find the Jain, Saivile, and Taishnavite creeds being successively adopted as 
the religion of the people. In an extensivo and populous conntrj', changes in religious 
beliefs, 80 uridely divergent in creed as these, — to be general,—must of necessity he gradual, 
and occupy many docad*^ of time. We find Buddhists from Booares settling tioftr KAfJchl- 
pnram in the third century A .D,** But though the first Brahminic element appeared in the 
country at the end of the third century A.D., under Mnfcunti PaUavu" it is nut liU the 
eighth century that we hear of the Dnddlusts' final expulrion from the city by rt^masttaja.® 
A hunt the time of Mukunti, it is said the Pallava written character was introduced into the 
kingdom.This conflict of BrahinEniam, in the Pallava country, with the prevailing 
reli^ou' — Buddhism, which it eventually overthrew—^eems to have been a symptom of a 
great change which began to ehow itself at this period, over the whole of the Peninsula.** 
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In the fourth uentury, YedenOr in Muisur, part of the FallaTa dominionB,’* * imil 
TrilocbaoA reigned in. the Bekknn.^ In the eatne century^ Fa Hian’s dye storeyed Fo'lt>*ye 
Vihdra was in esclatenee,” About the end of this century, TrinStra Pallaya iiitri:iduced other 
Brahmans into the oonotry.** At this time, the PaUnvae Boom to have been at tiie zenith 
of their power, extending their sway over a large ^ct of tomtory. Their dominions are 
said tu have extended along the eastern coast from Orissa to the month of the Southern 
Penndr; inland, along the eastern boundary of the Kongn Kamsta kingdom; and acroag 
the Tuhgabhadrd north-westwards, far into the northern Bekkan.^ In confirmatiou of thia, 
we read that at this time they were in the height of their power there ; “ and that previous 
to the arrival of the Ohdlnkvans — who first estahlished themaeLvos in the PenLnsnIa about the 
fifth century A B.—the PaHavas wero the dominant race in the Sou thorn Dekkan.^ But 
shortly after, they were engaged in a series of struggles,—principally with the Chfllnkvans— 
and by the middle of the fifth century, we have the reciotd of their first defeat by- — a eom- 
paiatively insignificant power—the Kadambas.** Their power, from this epoch, seemed to 
have deotined, for their history from this time onwards—which is more eontinuously recorded 
than that of the centurioa preceding it—is simply a sneoession of struggles and defeats by 
neighbouring powers, varied by gleams of fLickering success. As their rise had been gradual, 
so was their decline, not the work of a single blow, but a continuous sapping away of their 
strength by petty struggles, (w e have numerous reearda of the capture} and destruction by 
fire, of thoir capital city KlBcblpuram; first by Pnlikfisi I. (Chdlnkyan) in the beginning 
of the sixth century and later, we hear, of the desolation of the town by invading armies ; 
but those could only have been partmL It always nmnaged to reauaeitata itself, and even 
now, it remains one of the largeat and most flourishing towns in Southern India. Other 
invaders wore so struck hy the beauties of its arcbitoetural works, that inatead of destroying 
them, they took means for their perpotuation. An early inscription at the TTniiaMT^a d ha 
temple** records that YikrajnSlditya actually visited the temple, and who, infineueed pmljahly 
by religioug feeling, left the temple intaot, and perpetuated the memory of his capture by 
thia inaeription. This is the most probable way of explaining the existence of this early and 
important Chdlokyan record, He, and other tonga of the same dynasty acted similarly, 
Vikramdditya II, (733-750) A,B. ** determined to root out the PaUavas, the obaenrers of 
the splendour of the former kings of his line, and hy nature hostile} going with giyjat 
“ speed into the Uddfca province, slew in battle the Pallava named Uandi-PStuvarma who 
** came against him, captured his defiant lotus-mouthed trumpet, Ms drum called * Hoar of the 
his chariot} hia standard, immense and celebrated elephanta, clusteirs tif nibies, which 
‘t by their radiancy diapcEIod aU dartneas ; and entering JECdfichipumm — the Zone (KAfiellj) 
« as it wBi-e of the lady, the region of Agastya's abode (the south), acquired the great merit 
of covering with gold RSja Simh^^TBra, and other DSmkala aeniptnred in stone, whioh 
Narnsimha Pfiln-TazmSj the protector of indigent Brahmans. . , . , , hod made.’^

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lu oonnecticui witk the cohering of tbe statues with gold, on inflcription in the Eaili- 
fianldha temple meutiena a Bunjlar aet, aud I am mcHncd to beEsTe, prohablj' refers to the 
same instance as the aboTO. If so, it may prove of ^eat importance in fixing the date of the 
building. It is someorhat fragmentary, but it records the giving of some grain, and gold, the 

latter being for omamcntiiig .SudI var; ’’ 'which evidently coincides with 

the “ other D^va kala” mentioned above, (^hould this be so, and the inscription of Yikramd' 
dityu refer to the sculptures in this temple, then the clearly stated fact that they were made 
by Narasiiiiha Pflta-Vannfl should fix the date .of their execution daring hie reign, about 'the 
end of t^ six th, een tn^.^ But as all the Bonlptares of this temple have evidently been 
executed after the construction of the building, and when each stone was in its fixed positiou, 
the actnal loundation of the structure should be placed earlier. Few or any of tho aculptares 
are cut out of a single stone, the joints of the masonry go right through them, and they 
could not possibly have been executed before they were set in position. Fergussoit also 
mentions that this custom is usual in India where the buildings are always set up iu 
block, and the carving executed tn situ.” Considoring the dates assigned to the Mimalli- 
purazn works, aud tho arehiteotural features of the KniMsanildha temple, which would lead 
ns to place it earlier than these, the inference drawn from the above historical facts may not 
be far amiss. Briefly stated, the presumptive evidences in favour of the above theory, 
are,—the architecture of the buildiug seems to point to a period Goincidlng with that referred 
to in the inscription of TikminSditya j—the “ D&va kala ” would most probably be in some 
temple or other. Ubis temple of KailiaanSdha would, in early times, be a most important 
and sacred shrine, the immense amount of sculpture aud labour spent on it, points to this. 

inscription in it ® refers to it as “ this temple of stone called Rtjajumh^vara, which touches 
the clouds with its top, which robs Kiulasa of its beauty.^’ Then there is the inscription iu 
the temple itself—recordii^ a similar act — and another by Vikramfiditya, on a pier of the 
Mahdmaitelapam., proving ihait he did make a grant to ttus templo; and moreover, some of 
the sculptures themselvoa countenance the fact, as several have jewel holes in the ears, 
eridcntly intended for the attachment of some sort of metal ornnmenO 

In the sixth century, the Pallavas still ruled the Vengi conutry; " and Bodami was 
temporarily recovered by them,” Mrig^ built a Jain temple at PaJiaikil; “ and in the 
first qnarter of the same century, an ambassador from Southern India—possibly from the 
Pallava Court—'viaitod China,*” showing that they still retained their position among the 
natious. 

Y liijIndra-TarmS was possibly peigmiig at the hoginning of this century, succeeded by 
Yisbnu-Simha or Nara-Sfmha Yarma who probably reigned about the end of the century, 
for we have the I'ocord of his death in battle at the beginning of the seventh.” Tho latter 
is seemingly the king of the same name menticned, as having caused the execution of the 
sculptures noted above. They eaSered shortly after this, several crushing defeats from the

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Gh Lukyans ^ and Vi]£A.taa(litTu I. ** foruad. tiia fTing! of Kafiahipuretn^ who had ueTer bo wad 
down to any man, to lay bis crown at hisfoat,” *• A long of this naeo, however, still rei|pied in 
Kaliugn, and some victories over the Clialukyans are recorded.*' But in the beainning of the 
seventh centsry^ ^itmmddityo, ** a'ith IrF^istihle might, subdued the Baliava country' and 
made the lord of KdficMpimim kies his lotus feet.*'** The \ engi Baiia vas were conquered about 
the same timoj® and they seem generally to have been hard pressed by their enemies on all 
sides. They wore defeated and ** mined by a western Chiliikyan [Satyiiraya) and diivan 
behind tho walls of Kdnchipnratn."* ^aiasithha PAta Varma was defeated and tix>^en to death 
by elephants,®* A tomp>rai'y truce seems, however, to have been concluded between the two 
powers ^ for, althouj^ the ChiUiikyaiis had generally been the victors, they would no doubt 
sufier heavily in iheir struggles with si«di a powerful foe. TVe thereafter find the Palkva 
Chandadandft in alliance with Pulikfai 11. {ChdiukyanJ; and the PalhiTas still reigning at 
Kaflelilpuram'^^'heo Bienn Thsang visited the city, which was at this time, sia miles 
long. Its inhabitants were brave, jnet, learnetl, pious and toLorant in redigiou , and tlio 
then floiii'iskiug condition of the north-eastern districts is shewn hy the umoerous Buddhist 
monoateries and Hindu temples he found threughont this portion of bis route.'“ Ho found 
Buddhist buildings of great beauty at Dhan&kataka 5 ^ and a richly sculptured monastery 
at Pitigkila.® The trace with the Chdlokyans seems to have been of no gix)at duintion, for 
we find after this, they received a succession of humiliating defeats from these and othca* 
minor powei^ up to the end of Thenintli century. We then—for tiic first thm.—bear of tljo 
Cholas in connection with them j ao that up to this period, Etnd before the Chol^ <!mne into 
conflict with them, their foimer power must have been considerahlv shattered and broken. 
Their struggles with the other powers had so weakened them, that this uet^* enemy couLi 
not ^effectively resisted, and they IbaEy fell before the rising Chflla power^ 

^lie Jains w'hom Hieuu Thsang calls Kngninthaa, wex'e numerous in the seventh 
century. The last Bnddhiat king, HAiaasitala,” became a ecwivert to the ifain teHgion, and 
drove the Buddhists from the capital. He is also said to have brought a laige Jain eobny 
from the north to Hafiohipurain.** The last mention of Iho Ballavas, ss a race or dvnaat^* la 
in the thirteenth eentury A.!).,”* though after the conquest of Tondamaudala by the mjas 
of Vij'oyanagar, some of the Xnnuubar chieftainF reg^ed infincnco, and etill held forts 
there, as late as the sixteen th centuri'.** The Pol lavas—as u dy nasty ^—had completely 
disappeared, and the citj’ of Kiifichipuraui, afferwBrd» passed through various vicisritndcs. la 
this sketch, only kadiog points in their histoiy Imve been touched on ; but the materials are 
only sufficient to give a fuiut outline of what this people must have been ; lettlug us know 
that the Pallava.*!, during their posBCSsion of [>owcr, and, even long after their decline had 
begun, were one of the most piuimjient ruling races in the Southern FeutnsuIUj)

4ii treating of their urehi tec lure. It Li almost uimecessai^' to remark tliat the people 
iiho exeavatcfl the worhs at Mamalldpuraui,—^whuse date hot: been iis^igiied to abont the 
sixth century A.D./' had evidcntly^^ven at that early date—a very complete knowledlge of 
the art. But^ these monolithic works are only imitations of structural works preYieuslv 
existiug, either in their own, or neighboiuiiig eountiaeB. That many stieh, did at one time 
exist in the Pnllara eonntry is more than probable; and Juiiiehiptn'atii is undO'Ubtedlv the 
place where we would expect to find the earliest buildings, for Md.ninllApiiiam and 8aluvan> 
kuppom were only the seaports of the capital city, and therefore likely to be of mure modem 
date than the metropolis itself. During the many invasions suffered by XaBchipuram, moet 
of the ancient buildings and scalpturcs would douhtlesa sufferj or be completely destroyed j 
for, of the Pallnva buildings remiikimg, only six have as i-et been brought to notice. Ko 
complete stmetitral examples of f ho works of this dyrnasty have been found in any other place in 
the Chinglepnt District, with the exception of tho temples at KSrani, TimppadikuDram and 
those on the coast, at Mlimaildpurom. The XQrum temple is not of pure Fallava architec¬ 
ture, and should be classed under the ti'aneitional period between the Pallava and ChOla 
styles. 'I'heee two temples of Kdrain juid Timppudiknnram have none of the sculptures 
peculiar to the other examples noted. The copperplate sojtaTmm belonging to the Xuram 
temple would seem to show that although the shrine is now devoted to the worship of Vifihua„ 
it was originaQy eonsecrated to Siva.^ Although we have fuund nn other complete examples 
of Pallava hiiildiugs, many ffdti pillars and other fragments aro still to be seen acuttered 
about KdBchipuram and in villuges in the district, which are ovidoutlj the remains of former 
huildiugs of this style,''* 

The other early temples in {Canchlparam are the work of the Ch filftB j and however 
interesting they may be us the works of that race, they are decidedly leas important aiuhieo- 
logically than the earlier Pallava buildings. 

‘V^rom every point of view, the moat important of the group of Pallava strueturea in 
the Kailasan^dha teinplo, which is one of the most remarkable architectural monuments in the 
district, alike for the extent and beauty of its sculptures—forming n complete series of 
repreaentalions of the principal legends in The ^rite mythology—and from the fact that 
its architeetuml features when compared with those of the mifiai at Milnialiapuram, show an

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earliftr period in the Pnllnm style common to both. So also is it with regard to the other 
Pallara temples in KjJicMpnrani. ^Ehe irecriptioiis in it are numerous, and mostly in an 
early paifeo^raphieal form of the Pallava Griintha character, Kimilar to others at M3niaUJ- 
poram. Tha name!: on the niches here, ai.'« the same as those on the Dharmarfija’s llttfha at 
jVldmalldpiiram with otherain addition * and, the kui'^’a name wo find there, also occurs horeJ* 
A notahlo peculhirity is the scrolled foliutiou uttaehod to letters of the insonptions in front of 
the cells in the courtyard. They ore sumlar in this rcspectj to some of tha ejirlier Chdlnkyan 
inserLptions in the north. They aiT* identieul palieogruphichlly, with the Nflgati inscription 
at SikTanknppani. A Ubiilutyan gmnt on one of tlio piers of the rnnluimati^pam by ■' Vlkm- 
mMitya Satyiiiraya Sr! PrithiTtvaUnbha ’* is intereating as proving one of the Chalnkyan 
invasions of KulicMpiiram ; and is an important lint in the chain of evidence pointing to the 
early date to which we must assign this stmctiire,^ The InBcriptions at the other Pallav^i 
temples are in Tamil, and of a much later date thnn those at th^ Kailsleantidha temple. 

The massiTe piers in the KkildsauMlia rDQhdmantiaptm' b\^o indicate au early pmiud of 
the style. They are placed at a distance of two ond-a-half diameters from each other. Thia 
peculiar Holidity in the supports is foimd inaU early examples of every style of architecture,— 
Classical, tlothic and others; and if a compaiisou he made between these piersaud the w'idely- 
apneed slender columns of the adjoining artlhammtiiapam — a Yijayanagar structure, which 
has been built cm the vacant apace which, in the original design aepamted the maMmandaptm 
from the siTyulnfi itself,^ — or the ydft piers of the other Pallaya temples, it will show cleBrly 
that this building should rank as an early example of an early period in the Pallava style 
(Plates Nos. XLVIII (Pig. 1), XXXIX (Fig. 2), XCVin, XCIX, LXXXVTI), 

The piers have a striking rosemblanee to those used in early cave temples; and, as on iy 
the moie slender, and obviously laier ornamental ydU piers are used at the “ Dharmaiiljd’s 
and other tatkas. and caves at MihnaMpuram, this featme uiay, in conjunction with other 
architectural evidences, warrant ns in assigning this building to fully as early a date as 
any of the Pallava works yet known. 

Considering the large amount of scnlpture there i-s in these temples generally, and in 
the Kaild-sauMlia in particular, the general excellence which characterises it throughout, 
is very striking. 

The animals aculptuix^ as supports in Pallava arehiteotare are always lions, and never 
tigers. Burnell has, from one doubtful example on a seal ” given the emblem ef the 
Pullavaa as a tiger. This seems without doubt fo be erroneous. In not a single known 
Pallava building is a tiger represented; on the other hand, lions are always seulptured in

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different pcmidons and places on tlicir sblines, presumably because it was the emblem of a 
king or kings of the dyiius1.j. The lions at these Kaficliipuram. temples, at the rathas and 
eaves at ^ttUnaUapnmm are sudicieiiLij~ numorons to support the theory. A eloso observa¬ 
tion of the Bo-eaUed ** tiger cave,* *' at Salavankuppam, will show that the “ tigers ” there, 
are a compleie misnomer, the sculptures undoubtedly represent lions. Heads imdcoins found 
at M&nnillapurajii show a distinct lion on one aide and an elephant on the other. The 
dynastic orest, is auid to have been a btilL‘'‘ 

The application, of human figures, or caryatides, os supports, is seen on the hasca of 
two piers inserted in the Sueheb^svurn temple, and on another oomplete pier in a mttndupam 
in Scn^ulunir defat street, (Plates Nos, XXI, XX IT). 

These latter have been said to be represeutatiuus of the old Kummbar mhabitantB,’^ but 
the term Kurumbar was a name bestowed on tlie Pa Hava people generally, and they 
would probably not care intentionally to represent them selves in this servile position. In 
the CJassical Caryatides, it was only the conquered races who were thus shown in sculpture, 
not the couquei'ors, to w’hom the sculptors theuiselves belonged. Possibly ib«m are 
TopresentatioQs of the XondaikattI MLMhira, or of some other tribe originally settled in tiie 
country, and likely tc> be in subjection to the Fallavas. 

This tribe was so named," from their tying the hair in a tuft ou the crown of the head, 
instead of leaving a small lock behind, as worn in most |>iirts of India; or in 

front, as worn in Malayrdam. It w'ill he seen that this mode, peculiar to the YilMlara, is 
clearly reproduced on the Sgurcs of these pillaro, and would distiuctly point to their being 
lepresentatiouB of this tribe. What is shown, is a group of hgm'os ranged round » pier, and 
acting as supporters. The applicatiou is even closer thau the yd/i in its similarity to the 
Cai^atiJes. Tlie supporting hgmos in tho buses and cornices of Pall uva arch iterturo 

also Ulustiate the same idea. The timultaucous use of this feature In tho two styles is 

m 

worthy of uote; mid, granted tb& possibility of its showing intercourse had taken place 
between tho Greeks mid Pulluvoa, the probability is, that, unless exaiuplcs of this feature 
are found in India of a date anterior to that at which we fiud the GreelcE using it—which is 
very unlikely — we may assume that soJiie of the Indiims who visited the West in early times, 
had brought the idea hack unth thorn. That there is certainty more than meresuppoaltion in 
this theory', is seen by the prevalence — although slightly iu the Pallava style—very commonly 
in later works, of debased applications of classioal tnouldeil and oriiamtmtal features.^

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The boW application of the lion support, is penqllar to this atylo only. It is not ngad 
to any great extent in later Bravidimi exiunples; and, even when we find evidonees of Ifc 
appearing, it has lost entirely the aignificatioe of its early oae. Kepreaeritations of elephants 
am—in a way—coimnonly used as supports, or rather hearers, and iritli the lion are 

about the only animiJs 1 hare obserred, usod as such (Plate No. 5XI1I, Figs. 1, 2, 3). 
Other instances of the application—at rarious plaeoe in India—of figui-es nsed ^ supports, 
might he mnitiplied indefinitely—a pillar at, Bardli is an exampleBut what has 
ali’eady been said is snffioieiU to show that this, along with many other arehiteotUTal 
features, has analogies in Classical styles. Uter DraTiilian works liare, in ihi ir base 
mouldings, and inferior cornices generaOr, corrupt imitations of Classical details and 
omamejit. In the latter, the head and reel, and egg nnd dart ornatuents are conspicnous ; 
hut—as charaotenstir of their designs generally—applied urithont the discrimination hy 
which they should fie guided in using the different forms of details, ‘Hiese mouldinfi 
increase thdr resemhlanoe in sonic points as the style advances, and in a few instances so 
does the general design of the biiiHing.*' It would be mteresiing to trace tlur origin of 
the late I>jpavidian heavy over-hsuiging oomicc which in its general outline is esmctly the 
reverse of the ciassicaL 

As to this feature, it Ims been remarked"" by Fergusson.that «it seems impossihle that *’ 
”■ * • ■ great eomico of double nun'ature could have been brought to these fixed 

“ forms without long experience, and the difficulty is to tmdeiidand how they could over 
have been ehibonited in stone at all, ae they are so unlike Uthic forms found anvwhere 
'‘else; yet they are not wooden, nor is there any trace in them of any of their details being 
“ derived frtim wooden architecture, as is so evidently the ease witli the Buddhist arehitee- 
“tnre of the north. The one suggestion that oecui-s to me is that they are derived from 
terra-cotta forma." Tn support of this theory it is remarked that, at the present day, 
large figures of horsemen, and giants on foot—made of a terra-corta snhstanoe—are found 
near some village temples ; as also that the figuTes on gifpitrirm* arc not—a.^ sometime.s staled 
—always made of plaster, but are often formed of burnt clay. This theory holds good as 
regard the figures, but no examples so far as is known,'are found of terra-cotta beinc- 
applied to cornices. A more probable origin of t he heavy cornice is found in large flat 
sloping slabs which are aoen to serve the pnrpiise in some of the earlier Chilukyau 
temples.” This bum presents h nnmlier of serious defects in eonstrnction, to obviate which, 
the eurvod cornice seems to have been designed, for we tiuil it invariably ocenrrino- in 
later Chalukyan examples. First, the early slab cornice, gives the deriied shade,"but 
the greater portion of it jirojeets over the wall, giving a ven* minimum of stability. 
Secondly, it dctes not lie on a flat bed, and is therefore liable to slide off the wall r and 
thirdly, there is a difficulty in getting a proper rest for the stone beams and slabs of the 
flat POof. It has, in certain eases, been attempted to correct this, by pillar supports at‘the 
outer edge. The curved form obviate® all these; its upper portion—which rests on the wall — 
being fiat; and, though the hulk of the comioe still projects over the wail, it can bo, and

tlie rfabs of the etu'nioe at alront tlie uiidille of Hie under side of tlie curve^ and, to get a 
proper lest, the under side hud a number of wide huUow flutes tuhied, one of wliieb, rested on 
the beam. 

'L'he bold orerliaiiging oyuia rerersa t.'omiee of late sti imtin-es, is not found in the eaily 
Pallera style as lejutwented at KdBehlpumm and Mamalldpunini, /\ t the latter jdate how¬ 
ever, it h sllgkty moie luaiied thmi at tlie former. In some of the Elum lodk outtinga, we 
flud a Htriking aimilarity in general efft*t-t and detail with Hiese Kaflohipuium works, .At 
Eltira however, we have !Ui appi'oaeh to ilie heav^"^ eornipe referretl to. It is evidentlv ait 
advance in tbe pei’iod of ai't which seemg—to a certain extait—^to be coinraoii to alt; and, 
Tin Less tlie style at these northern cxainpJea mlvanced niore rapidly tlmii in Hie Sou tli, it 
would be evidenee in favour of placing tbe southern temples earlier tlian the olliera. Another 
prominent and striking similarit)' between the Klnehipiiram Khilusanddlia and Vaikuntha 
Perumai temples, the XalMsauddha temple a1 Elum, and temples at ITdmiillupurBm, is the 
peeuliai' form of the octagonal Sikhara of the towers ; they are almost ideuticol in eaoLi case ; 
and, as Hiia feature, in a foim so markerlly distinct, is not fiiuiid later on, it would show tliat 
thei-e must Liave been a very close cotmeellon between the builders of all the tliree groups.*^ 
The close affinity between the aj ehiteoture of Eluiu, and that of Miiraalliipujum has been else¬ 
where noted, and the inferences given, for the supposition that the areliitects of the latter were 
the Chfllukvans. The most obvious inference which ought to be drawn is, tlmt as ElnrA is 
cleai’ly later thoiL either AliiimlLapuium, or the btfet examplea at KdFtcblpuraiu, Hie builders 
of Eltiiii came hum the south, and nut the Mainallilpuram sculptors from the North. The 
pure Chalukyan style is entirely (iifferent from the PaLkvn, and although southern featui'esarc 
not wanting in Clialukynj i works, sueb as do occur, are evidently foreign to Hie general diarac- 
toristies of the style, Pew of the features at Pallava mtjhitecture liave any lesemhkiire 
whatever to Hie leading elmracteristica of Chilukyati ai-t 'I'hc only details I have iseen 
at XfLhehipuiain, hearing a faint resemblance to Clidhikyou ficulptures. are the perforated 
windows and accesaory panels at the KacbehuSvara and Xaild.sianii(llia lemplee; but any 
fiimilai'itv' they may have, could only ba^e resulted thiough an attempt at imitatioii by 
Pallava workmen. The flniiing of a few sohtaiy examples of a southern stjde m a nnrtliem 
province, — with a dietiuct style of its own — is no proof that tlioae in the North exe^mted 
them. If this style is proved to be iieculiar to, and general in part'? of the South, then the 
resultant inference is tliat the southern people were the designers nr workmen. If 
Chilukyan aiohiteets or workmen had produced the Elurd or ManifllMpui’am rock cutHnga, 
wc should have had, not examples of pare Pallava art,—though prohahly a lude imitabon of 
it, — but most certainly Uhillu kynu desiguB pure and aimple, T1 le areldtee tuinl evidenee pi oves 
that the architects ivere, not the OhaiukjTiue, but the Pallavas tliemselvea."* Anuther 
□ortherii temple—that at Phttadakai — ahows some aichitectmiil featiu-es in oomuion with 
those at Kdficypuram, It was ” hailt by Vikiaukditya’s queen, expiessiv to celebrate 
anuther vdotory over tlte King of Kaflchlpuram.” (733 Cir.)*" It is most’probable that 
Palkva workers were taken iiorHi to aid in ita conetructiou. The king, from inscriptional

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entleace, seems to have been impressed with the beauty of the urchiteetnre he saw at 
K<llleh!puratii^ and may have desired to have reproductions in Lis own dominimis. 

Tiie two shrines of I'l'ipui'dntalL^A^'ata and Ainivut^BTHia are small strnctnres, with their 
fioulptures much weatherworn, iiml tille d in, in some cases, with brinkwork and' plaster. 
Scenes similar to those at the other examples are bow'ever, represented in the scnlpturea, 
and the kind of stone itfielf, general efieet, and ehameter of the di£ferent parts are sufficient 
to ekRaify them. 

Tiadition relates that two plllurs atanding erect in the road leaxiing west from the 
Vatadanlja temple, are the piers of the gateway to the ancient lostified city.**"^ Another of a 
similar kind is seen lying on the groaud in front of the Yaikimtha Peiumal temple. The 
hiet two, t&aif lifivo formed the gateway of any walls there might have been dnring the 
fifteenth century,—though ovon for this, they are too sleiidcr and widely spaced,—bat 
they could not by any posHlbllity, have served a similar purpose during the Faliava occu¬ 
pation ; the piers are of Vijayauagar design, (ifee Pigs. 5 and 0, Flute No. IJI,) 

Befoie desci'ibing each of the structures In detail, it will be advisable to make a few 
further remarks on the leHdltig features of this style and its relation to later Dravidian 
areliiteetnrv, of which it is one of tho eliief foremnnerti, 

I'bero is ait unmistakably cbaracteriatio individuality common to PaUava monolithio 
ami structural teinples. which at once aiugles them oat from—and can in no wise lead to 
their being asaoeiated with—the mass of later Dravidian works. The later fomiB, though 
striking enough exmnpleg of a development of this primary style,—‘modiliod according to 
the pcrioda to which they actually belong,—are yet, by the very exuberance of crowded 
detail, and want of architectural effect which eharacteriBO Druvidian architecture generally, 
sufficient to produce » result almost as Etrikiug os that 1)etweeu two distinct styles. In tho 
Poltava—though there is ubnndau.ce of detail and sculptnre—^the design hga heeu so well 
thought out, and Bi'stomatieally expressed in stone* us to get the very architectural effect 
which the later architect lire hicks. This is, to a greut extent, aceemplisbed by the applica¬ 
tion of tho true principles of design ; in the grniipiug of a ntiniber of minor features niund 
about,—and leading the eye vip to-—the central and crowning object of the structure; in 
these I'ases, this is tlm nimfina tower. The Kail.lsauddba is an example of this principle 
applied with good effect. Tlio centml object is the great tower over the shrine, with 
lesser towers over the Bhrinos at each of its corners paid at the cuntre of each face. The 
view outside would originally be extremely effective, for, in the peculiar arrangenieut 
of oeUs grouped along each side of the courtyard, each ahrine has u stnuJi tower over it, 
which stood clear of the courtyard wall head. Tho modem owuera of the biuliiiug have, 
however, done their best to spoil the effect, by filling in the spuees between the spires with 
masonry, so that the minarets are completely blocked np ; and the outer faces of the 
conrtyard prceerit only a eotidnumis lino of wall, wlthpat varied skyline,*’ That the original 
bnildors had a knowledge of the right application of materials for sound construe don, ia 
Eeeii hv the fact, that, though the tomplos lire built of a eoft sandstnue, admitt ing of great 
facilities for tho cxeeutiou of sculpture—the .^nh-basements and plinths supporting the 
piers and walls oi' the superstructure are all of granite. The^e are the points bearing the 
greatest superraenmbent weight, or where fracture or decay womld be most likely to affect 
the stability of the huilding.

^ Is a, xviiiiiit CHiaOltiQiii fbnt villi hmjr^ Nro 
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Fei'igussoii points ont *** th© want ol true arcbitoetnt'&l effect irhicli ciiamctnrizea 
DraTidiati architecture as & whole; where the principal objects are on the oataide of the 
design, and there is no central feature. This is eritiently canacd hy the later architects 
misunderstanding or not thoroughly appreciating the principles by which they should be 
guided in forming the ontline features of their designs. A want of appreciation of this fact 
M a radical defect, wliicli the application of any amount of laborious detail can in no wise 
remedy; and the only effect obtained, is to give the feeling that all the work is so much 
kbonr lost, or applied to little or no pui pose, and tlmt a better nrchitecinral effect might be 
bad with lialf tho toil there mis-speut. 

In addition to the faultiness of Dravidiau designs, the several component features are 
always covered with, a multiplicity of crowded detail or ornaraenl. This does notlung to 
enhance the design viewed at any distance, uad the only feeling produced, is one cf a'ondcr 
at the amount of patience the workers most have Iiadlo execute it. This dsteil is often 
minutely cot, and, on columns, and in interior8,^where it is intended to be, and can only 
be seen from a short distance,'—^Las a striking effect; but, on and other portions 

of the buildings—far removed from the eye—all this minute detail is of little use in 
producing the desired result. That the trne principle can be applied, — and that with 
good effect — to Dravidian arcMteoture, these Pallavu temples eixemplifv. 

It may, however, bo granted that this effect is much easier of attaiument irj a small, tliau 
in a large building, and that the stmotuxes under notice are,—compared with the huge 
areas covered by some of the prominent Dravidian temples,—relatively small. In th (4 
larger temples, a central object, so far removed from the eye of an ontside observer, would 
probably require—to he effective — to be built to an altitude beyond the limits of expense 
and construction to which the builders could attain: but I would remark that this need not 
necessarily be the case; the ^4pur(ttn)t generally pluoed at tho entrances are, in many cases, 
immense structures, striking the immediate beholder with their massiveness, and the 
degree of labour bestowed on tliem, A central tower, probably a Uttl© greater than (jach 
of these, with smaller towers over the gateways, need not he more expensive, or overtax the 
constructive ahUities of the builders, and would prove an immeasurably more effeetive 
gronpiug as a whole, than the ineffective arrangement w© generally see adopted in these 
large Dravidian temples. An example of this, is the temple at Talijffr. It is however 
comparatively early, being of Choja date. It shews the application to a large temple, of 
such an anangement as I have noted, and is a noteworthy specimen of this piinciph? applied 
with stately effect The early aivhitects never lost sight of it, but later on, as the style 
advanced, this principle of design was entirely reversed, till, what nhrmH have been the 
principal feature, — the central shrine tower—became in feet, the most diminutive object in 
the entire structure, almost or guite invisible from an outside standpoint. 

There is one thing however, to he said in jmih'ation of the feulty design seen in some 
of the larger temples. There were very few of them built at one consecutive time. Mauy 
were originally, gronpe of small shrines, latterly walled in to inalrn one large temple; and 
as each succeeding fcing made additions to the building, he strove to excel the works of his 
predecessor. Tho result was, that the principal features came to occupy the exterior 
portions of the structure. If a Dravidian architect had had an opportunity ol constructing 
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a lwgi> temple in its entirety, and from 07ie pre-concemd design, lie might prettily bare 
produced a work T^taining in its featores and their grouping, more of the ^int trae 
•Sect of good arcMtectore, than those now ranked as typic^ examples of the style. Isnt 
TOch is the effect of onstom and long familiarity with forms—though avowedly wrong, 
and brought about by indiiwt means,—that if a large temple were ever to be built nowa¬ 
days, an Indian arohitoet would, most probably aa not, adopt !« extanto the models e sees 

ata&dui^ before hiux^ 
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kailAsakAdha tehple, kAB'chIpukam. 

TMfl building stands in the fields eome dietanee to the west of the town, and a few 
hundred yards south-west of the great Siva temple at KafloMpuram. 

As mentioned in the foregoing introduotory reinarka, it is, among the group of Paikvn 
temples, under notioe, by far the most impoi'tant, 

Por a Sooth Indian temple, its plan is somewhat peculiar. It ie unusual, only through 
comparison with the geaerally accepted arrangement aeen in Dravidiaii Hindu temploB; hut 
these latter,—compared with this—are comparatiTely modern ; and the length of tiine that 
has elapsed from the time of its building to the foundation of these others, has led to the 
tn odifications of plan adapted to modern ron^iiLrenxentSi Xhe plan has undonbtedly heen, not 
an unusual one for Hindu temples in early days; and similar buildings of a somewhat 
contemporary date,—ae stdl eadst—leave no doubt ou the subject. The excavations at the 
“ ahuro " temple Marnttliapuram, which I condnotod in 18S4, revealed a plan very armilar. 
Some have supposed that the Kaillijaauddha temple must, originally, have been a Jain shriae. 
The popular idea lb, that such was the case ; but this, like some other popular myths, will 
bo found, on examination, to be a fallacy. In the great wealth of Bculptnre represented, 
there is not a single figure that could by any stretch of the inmgination, be called Jain ‘ 
and ill a building such as this—where almost eveiy available space is sculptured with mytho¬ 
logical scenes—this is of itself, almost a convincing proof. If the temple had boeu once a 
Jain shiine, we would surely huvo found aomo such figures un it, hut not a single one is so. 
Thu fuutujie that has evidently led to this error, is tlie peculiaiity of the groups of eelJs ranged 
ulong each side of the courtyard ; and this, though a novel arrangement as far as temples 
in this jrart of the reimisula are concerned, is still seen In a modified form iu many or most 
of the large Saivite temples la these districts. The oells were origmally occupied by 
eiicli with its sepanite name, and repreflenting a different manifestation of ^iva. Several of 
these still remain in position. The usual somofnira opening,—for carrying ofi the surplns 
water used in the jpuja—is seen throngh the side walls opposite each cell; they oonld not 
therefore, have been colls for devotees. Moreover, the I'alkva Grantha iosenptioas on the 
face of each, give the names, dther of the different or titles of the liing who eseouted 
the buildings* They are all ^vito appellations. Granting That these inscriptions (on the 
cells) might have been executod afterwards,—although there are no grounds for believing 
they liava been—the very sculptures themselves, on each, leave no doubt as to the purpose 
for which they were intended, or the religion to which they were devoted. In other 
temples, the of this sort, are arranged in a row, on a platform along the pm&drn^ 
placed side by side, but without a separate cell for each Unga. The arrangement employed 
at the IvailSsanMha, is probably a northern idea brought south, after Borne of their expedi¬ 
tions in that (Quarter ; and moreover, as it has been supposed that their sculpturo was also 
executed by workers from the north, this assumption may perhaps prove correct. An 
arrangomeut, somewhat reasmbling the cells, in seen at the KaftSsa rock temple at Elnra.” 
It is, however, evidently a later development of the cells proper, being probably a transition 
between these, and the usual verandah round the interior of the cenrt, seen in more modem 
temples. The idea of a group of miiior shrines around the principal one, is also seen in 
the example quoted, but dUfforing in their plan from that at the Xafiehipuram temple. 
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Ab the Bame typical stylo ia fotuid la all these Pallava temples^—with repetitienaf er 
modidcatioaa of tho same f cut ares ocGturriiig in eaflh,—a 4otaiteil description of the notahle 
poiata ia thu prinoipul example may be and^oient for all purposes | with a general outline of 
the charuoteristics of dasigUj and modifications or adraacements of the stylo foand in the 
leeser examples. 

Most of the temples mider notOj have ov'idoutly always been devoted to the worship of 
^iva; the scmlptures are generally representations of scenes from tho ^vite mythology, 
and the inseriptiona seem to bear this out. 


&ENEBAL PLAN. 

(Plate No, XXIT.) 

The plan is comprised in a largo, and a smaller courtyard, with a central group of 
shrines placed towaids the western extremity of tho large one. The oentral shrine is 
BonnoTtated by a lofty pyramidal tower. Originally, this group of shrines has stood com¬ 
pletely detached. The entrance to the central smewta has been from the east, and etfll is, 
although now through, the mndaru nrdhamafj^pam^ 

At each comer, and on the north, south and west, sides is a smaller shrine, Tho 
original door to the vimdna, on the east side, was through a porch with a projection 
similar to these exterior lesser ahrinea. It is now blocked up by the ardhavtandapim. 
Each of these shrinea, and the porch, has a smallBr tower, whiob. rises up to, and is 
gronp^ alongside tlie greater one. Near the base at each comer and face, between the 
projecting shrines, a large wirtdi is placed on the gmnnd. 

On each side of the largo oourl;, is ranged a continuous seriH'i^s of ceils, each with a small 
tower and iikhara orer it. These Sikharas have originally stood with their summitfi appearing 
above the wall head of the court, with nan*Hi and elephants placed alternately on the wall 
head between them. This would form a moat oSoetivo grouping as a whole, from the 
outside; but, for purposes of defence, or for some caprice or other, the spaces between these 
Sikliartti have been blocked up with masonry, composed ef stone, brickwork and mud, so 
that now’ the ontaide of this court, forms u oontiuuous tine of dead wall. The auperincum- 
bent weight of this additional masonry, not originally couteTnplated, has caused large gape 
or cracks in several parts of the walls ou which it is placed, notably a few on the aooth side. 
The ccU towers still show on the inside, but not on the outej* face of the ooiirtyiird wall,* 
On the north and south aides of this court, the cells directly opposite the central vimAna 
are larger than the others, and have a higher tower over them. Tho centre of the wostem 
wall has an entrance g&puramy with a similar tower over; the door is however, now blocked 
up. In front of the largo central shrine — to the cast—is the mdhdtMaixdapatn which baa once 
stood detanhed from the central group of shrines; but to suit modern requiToments, is now 
joined to the shrine by the ardhamandapam. The entrance door to this latter building, is 
up a flight of steps, through a verandah on the aonth side; a perforated atone window 
opens into the mahama^dapam. This latter stmeture is open on the four sides, with return 
walls at each of the corners of the hailditig. The north and south sides have dmpie 
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opeiiLDgs, with a pilaster on eaoh jamb of the door, while the east and west sides, are 
divided each by two massive piers. The space inside is divided into compartments by 
iimilar supports placed at very short intervals. 

To the east of the large courts is a lesser one ^ and to enter the temple, it must first he 
passed through. A lesser temple stands in a line with the ceutre of the wall dividing the 
two courts, so that a half of it projects into each. A door is then formed in the wall on 
each side of this temple, by either of which, the large cotirt is entered tbrongb the lesser. 
The smaller court has an exterior door on its east, north and south sides. Hanged along 
its eastern ^e are a series of eight small shrines, each with a tower over it. Theyare open 
towards the east, and are similar in design to some of the faihai at Mamaliripararn. The 
akrines umnediately udjacant to the lesser court, or those immediately on each side of its 
eastern entrance, are connected by the wall of the court; the otliere stand In a line north 
and south, and have once been completely detached from each other, though now the 
space between them has been hUed in with rough rubble work, blocking up the sculptured 
pauels on their sides. 

About 60 yards east of these, a large stone imndi stands on a platform; and between it, 
and the raihfU^ is a circular well—^5 feet in diameter^with some sculptured rohihmai cut 
on its walls some distance below the snr&ce of the ground. North of the nandx is a sc^tiare 
reservoir or tank, with stO’Ue steps on each of the four sides. The temple Itpn seemingly 
been originally comprised in the larger court only, and the lesser afterwards added; the 
space of time between the two however, could only have been a very few years, if even that, 
for the style of the two is identical, and the addition of the lesser seems as tho^igh it had 
been an afterthought of the builders of the large court. 

That it was an addition is evident;, as there arc pilasters, with yriis and riders, which 
return along the outside of the eastern wall of the large court at Fegulai intervuls, »nd 
sumo are thus in the interior of the lesser one. From their spacing, it is clearly seen that 
the north and south walls of the east enclosure abut agmnst the yi/w, in a way that 
would not have occurred had the lesser court been part of the original design. This eastern 
wall of the large court also bears evidence of having been parUy demolished in the centre, 
to admit of the placing of the temple which stands immediately between tli© two enclosures, 
TMs temple must Therefore have been a later addition. 

The plan bears a similarity in many rejects to that of the shore ” temple at Kldmalla- 
puram, as shewn by the excavations previouslv referred to. In that temple, the shrines 
stand with a detached wandapam in front; and on each of the sides of the court was found 
a raised platform with pier bases remaining, as if cells, ^imiIar to those at the KaililsaiiMha 
temple had been placed on them. The n&ndii placed on the ground at each comer and face 
of the large shrine, were also found. The two plans of conrse differ in some points, even 
us other buddings—^^theiigh in oeuc style of orchitectnre,—may vary in their arrangement, 
according to the caprices of their several designers. But a close examination reveals the 
fact that the same general idea prevails in, and has been in the minds of the arclutects 
of buth. 
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FALLAYA TEMPLES OP KAJfCHiPUHAM. 

UETAILS OF AECHITECTUIIE AND BCULPTUBE. 

In the iSC^ptnree we find as before remarked—a complete representation of the ^aivite 
mythologj'. Sira shewn as'the great ereatorand destroyer, with the deiHes Brahmi and 
yishnn each severally represented doing homage to him. 

The wealth of design, snperiority and minuteness of execution so largely shown, aie 
simply ^rvellonB, Whether the designs were snggeslcd by sonifi master hand, or left to 
the individual Bcnlptora themselyes, is somew'hat diffieult to know, but the eontinnity of 
arrangement, and gronpiog of the entire series, show a thorongh mastery of every detail of the 
art. Most of the carvings are covered with plaster, and ihia to a certain extent hides thdr 
beauties, bat in the many places where it has faUen off, the original work is clearly seen. 
Ibc plastering must have been done at some late period, for the stonework under Death, has 
a weatherworn appeiinmco, only traceable to the notion of many centuries of time. Xho 
stone fioral work is most minutely cut, and, in places where tho plaster has been laid on, 
over the stone oarvings, the isork nndenieath has been roughly represented by outline 
impressions made by some implement on the wet mortar, resembling the work which it 
covers. The plaster has done one good thing, in preserving the stonework from the effects 
of the weather; for, being in a soft friable material, the carvings wonld, in most cases, if not 
thus hay& boen alniost c^ntirely worn iiway. 

This is seen in the Tripnrfintnk^gvara and A irdmtdivara tmnples, where plastering 
haa not been resorted to, till tho stone has been considerably corrodtxl; and in plastering 
over, the weatherworn hollows have had to bo filled up with brickwork before the stucco could 
be laid on. 

Comparing tho weatherworn appearance of these buildings with other temples in the 
amiB district, of Ch3la date,—and evidently of the eleventh centUTy,—the difference between 
them is tno marked to be tho result of even a few centuries only; and considering tlmt the 
stone at the KaiUsanMha temple has been covered witli plaster—at what date it is diffi- 
cult to say, but probably several contniies at the 1^—while the later examples which I 
quote, have not been so protected, it only supports the architectural evidence of the early 
foundation of tMs temple.

DESCEIPTTON. 

The tumdi tsandopavi to the east of the temple has only a basement remaining, on which 
stand four pMi piers—one at each comer—and a large mndiiji the centre. It originally 
has had,—nr been intended to have had—a roof, but no traces of it now ranimn. It would 
probably be similar to, though larger than those at the Tripurftntak^fivara and llukteSvara 
temples, (see Plates Km. CXUl and Fig. 4 in LXIX). The lowest, or snb-hase is of freestone 
with two granite plinths over; then a broad freestone course carved with ifandiai'i/ag ; while 
above that, is a semi-oetagonal base moulding with leaf ornaments on the angles and fronts. 
This omamout is a square, and a somewhat lozenge sliaped quatrefuil leaf placed alter¬ 
nately, and running along the faces of the motilding; lotus leaves are on the bevelled sides: 
the same design is found on the mtttdnn tower, and other hases." 
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Above the semi-oetagon, is a square top moulding, with eimk panels, and amall 
projecting i/dlis placed at intervale on its lace. 

Tbe four piers stand on the lop of the last member, one at each comm'. The large 
nandi is placed in the centre^ with its bead in the usual position facing the temple to the 
west. Its height is abont 6 feet, and length 7 feet. It is built in courses of freestone, 
and has been profusely decorated with representations of jewel ornaments; the tiaces of these 
remain, much weatherworn. 


EATHAB. 

(See PitATE JTo. XXV,) 

On the east elevation of tbe temple, as before stated, eight small shrined stand in a row 
from north to south on each side of the eastern euti-anoe, six ou the right, and two on the 
left. It would seem from the pkomg of these, that it Lad been intended to have an equal 
number on each aide—i.e,, six on the left, to correspond with the number on the right. 
The last raffta *” on the left — or that on the extreme so nth—is incomplete in its carving, and 
it would seem tliat the intention tisd been to complete each before commencing another. Ur 
probably, those which might hare stood in a line to the left of it hare been demolished to 
make way for the rtmd, which nme along tbe south of the temple. 

The ratfia on the extreme left, stands completely detached. It is a square shrine, with 
carved panels on the back of the chamber; these fkre, two Bgures {Siva and l*irvati) in a 
sitting posture, and some others under. They are much decayed, and the design can, with 
difficulty be made out j it seems to represent the same group that we find in the others, t.e,, 
Siva seated with Pdrvati on his left, and umbrellas over, held by attendants oa each side. 
This grouping and design are ae^ in many of the large courtyard cells and sbiines. It is 
identical with those on tlie shrine walls of the MdmalUpuram caves. On the extenor wall 
is a ijfdli at each of the four comers. They are only fA^tly carved, some of tbe i^ough biocke 
having been, scarcely touched by the chisel: each tfdli block supports a pilaster, and these 
have moulded caps over. On the back and sides are the rough hlocks of what were 
intended to be sculptured panels similar to the others. Between these panel space? and the 
comer yd/i's, are small piLaaters, 

A small platform is in front, with ffdli piers (blocl^ uncarved), each having its capital 
complete. 

The basement is a eqnare granite plinth, and square freestone course with semi-octagonal 
moulding over; the upper base is a square granite course on. which tbe superstractnre rests, 
On the wall-head—over the pilasters — ore brackets which carry the comice; all these are 
much weatherworn. Traces of mrved floral omamentB remain on the cornice. Above, is a 
series of small mouldings with umred projeotions at mtervals; each moulding is recessed or 
stepped back a short space from that immediately below it. Over these, ia an upright portion 
of wall with carved fignres In tbe centre of each space. On. each side of the figures are 
small pilasters, with seated yd/t> at the comers. A double corniee caps this, and the 
a'hole is sarmonnted by an octagonal domed SiMarn with carved pedimental ornaments on 
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€ttGh mde. la the centre of the most of theeu cornices are a series of 7ertLcaI hoies about 
four inches in diameter, it would seem as if these had been intended for the poles of banoen 
placed there dniing festivals. 

The ra&a on the right of the last^ is practically the same, but is in u more complete 
condition. The ffdh's on the piers are carved. Inside the shrine is a black stone 
Jhdra^ilat are oorved on. eaeh side of the door. This shrine is attached, at its north-west 
comer, to the east and sonth walls of the eastern ennrt. 

The jianels on the exterior of the walls are carred. That on the sonth side has a seated 
figure of ^iva with loog metted hair; ho sits under a tree, with a ndga on his left; soma 
symbols in his right hand are too weatherworn to he clearly dietingoiened. 

Between the panel and the comer pilasters, are traces of carvings, but almost ohliter- 
ated by the action of the weather. On the north und west walls, there are also sculpturus, 
but the past and south walls of the court abut against them. 

To the right of this shrine — on the sonthem portian of the abutting eastern court wall, — ' 
are pilasters placed ut intervals, with a basement under, and a double cornice over. 

The doorway to the east ooujrt has tfdUs at the comers, pilastera on the angles of the 
door and a citrnice over. Above the cornice is an upright portion of wall rising above the 
court waUe on either aide. Tn the centre of this, is u panel with Siva, Farvati and attend¬ 
ants ; Brahm a and Ylslmn uru shown worshipping them. At the angles of this portion, and 
over the cornice last menMoned, nandis arc placod. The whole doorway is then crowned by 
a barrel-shaped pediment, lying parallel with the wall through which the door enters. On 
Ibis, are a series of leaf carvings overlaid with plaster. 

To the right of the doorway is the northern partioii of the east wall of the lesser court. 
Like the wall oq the left of the central eatrance it hue a basement, pUaaterB at intervals, 
and a double cornice over. 

To the right of this wall, whieli abuts against it, is the third raihft, numbering them 
successively from the left. Tlie design of this, and in fact the whole group of eight, are 
much the same as those already dctailod, the only difierences being in the scnlptnres and 
their relative states of preservation from decoy. The base mouldings of tb1« (third]! shrine 
are much weatherworn. On thu granite portion is an inscription in Pallava Gnmdha 
characters. The ^dh'i on the front pillara have tusks, and. twisted trunks. A stands 
m the shrine, and there is a panel, with Siva and Farvati, carved on the back of the 
chamber. The dttiraptiLu of the door aru muoli decayed. 

The fourth raika from the left, has a liAffa in the shrine. The basement is much 
decayed, as also the shrine panel, and most of the carvings and mouldings. The ffdiis in 
front differ from those on the raiAa previously aientioned in that they have no tusks. The 
raihoi from third to eighth, are connected by wails of modem masoniy. 

The fifth is generally the same as the previoue one. On the semi-octagonal base is an 
insaription somewhat illegible ; another is on the granite sur-bsse. On the front and sides 
of the projecting facade are -wnall elephants. 

Tlie Sixth has the basement very much hollowed out. One of the pu/i poUars has been 
removed and a plain stone substituted. A tiA^a is inside, with a panel on the back of the 
shrine. The door are much, worn away. Under the sub-base, a granite course 

of the foundations is seen above ground. This conrse continues right along under the 
fallowing raikm withont any bi-eak between them, forming a continnons platform on whioh 
the superstructures rest. 
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It 110 doubt also extends in the opposite direction to the extreme left; but, in the ease 
or tnOBG prcnoudy xnentionedj it iinder th® soiL 

The Beventh is the same as the others, except that the door dvdrapdJojf have elephant 

trunks. There are two inaoriptions, one on the g^nite base, and the other on the semi- 
octagonal moulding. 

The eighth^ and last ro^A^continning the numbering from the left^haa the lower base 
i^ulings much woim; a portion of the granite sur-eonrse is also away. The tOTnes on 
the d,draflufa4 are ven’ distinctly shewn J in their ears ar^ jewel holes," The left 
p i IS away. The right pillar has no figni'e carved on it, and the present atone support 
evitently lepJaces the original pier which has been removed. On the north side of this 
rat/ia is a panel viiix a standing figure of Siva with matted hair; he has two hands; a 
terpent ts over his shoulder; and a woraHppor stands on each side, with uplifted hands 
joined lotos shape. Over the panelled niehe in which the figaiea stand, is a floral pedimental 
ornament, only partly carved. The ceutral portion shews representations of two wrffi#, with 
droning ora ornament on each side. This is very comnionlj shewn on most of the niches 
in B temple; and a fiimihir design is seen at the Vaituntha Penimdl temple * the cave 
topley Siyamacg>lam ; »d, at »om<, «f the rMa, rad kto temple’s et Maiompiima. 

It « a (Mtare, string in ita indiridualitT, rad tie elo» oomieetma between the 

architectuial penod of the groups. 

In llB euKeeding CMla, rad Inter Dmyidian tomplea, the name Icalnre is eommon 
enough, but it hue a distiuotly different charaetor. Liie other details in oueocoslTB dovelop- 
menta of the primary style, the modifieation. of rarioa. mombere are oaoh ohareotoristie 
the seve^ suenessive penode of Dravidvaa arehitectnre. The difierence In each becomes 
more striking as the style advances. 

The spaces between these rnthas being—as I have mentioned—filled up, it is iriipos^iblfi 
to see what scnlptures are on their sides ; these,-tmlesa they have been damaged when the 
spaces were filled in—should be in a much better state of preservation than most of the other 
paoela. wMoli are aud have differed: severely from the* weather. 

Returning along the back of the ratkoi from the eighth,—or that on the extreme north— 
and proueediug south, f shall note the BGulptnres on each in succesrioa. 

The group on the t«ek of the eighth—retaining the numbering already given— has ^va 

T T ^ left hand; his right foot is uplifted on tiie 

elephant a head , he holda m the lower nght hand a trident, and in the lower Left a ndaa. 
He 18 reptesentod as stripping the elephant's flJdn, which he wnvee aloft in his two upper 

hands. At his sides are a standing figure of a devotee on the left, and two fjmdhareeut on 
the right. 

The p^elled back of the seventh raika is simihu* to that just described, but in this 
c«o b^iva has six hands. Under, are some ffondUtva fi.gures. The small panel on the 
nght has a gracefully posed female figure; that on the left a male. These are dearlv cut 

in stone, without traces of plastor remaining. The orimment over the niche is cc^ered 
witu plaster* 

The hack of the sixth haii a figure seated on a chariot. The vehicle la beina 
wn ^ y wo or^s; the front is shewn, and between them is a carved amt moulded shaft 
In Siva s two left bands are a nd^a and trident; one of his right is held in the boon-conferring 
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attitude {abhet^ahasta ); the ether tuuids hold varioufl svmbols. In each panel on the aidee of 
the central one la a ro'-’or celestial being, each with four hands. Under the granite surbase 
are small elephant bloc w 

On the hack of the fifth ratio is a seated Saivite figure in the central panel. It has 
eight hands and the nsual ^iiiTa symbols in each. The lower portion is much weatherworn. 
In the panel on the right of the contmi one is a female figure in a etrikinglT graoefnl 
attitude. 'Hie figure in the left pamd is too much decayed to be clearly distinguished. The 
ornament over, is partly covered with plaster. An inscription is on the base. 

The sculpfnr^ on the back of the fourth ratha are much decayed J seme of the avmbols 
only—such as the axe and noose, held hy the principal figure—con bo made out. 


EXTEEIOE OP THE COTJET, 

On the north exterior side of the large courtyard are twenty-two pilasters at regular 
intervals, and one at each of the north-east and north-west cumers. Each pilaster lias o 
itdfij with rider seated on reverse sides at each alternate hay, A granite course runs along 
tha lower basement of the wall Between the are the openings for cairving ofl* the 
water from the coUs on the interior of the wall. 

On the West exterior side, in the centre—^is a gateway with a small t^Sjntratn tower over j 
the door is now blocked up. An elephant and ffandharva are seated on the wall head, and 
an upper central panel has ^iva seated in with his hands across his knees. On this 

fayado of the court wall there are five yd/t pilasters on either side of the oentral doorway, 
A continuous cornico runs along the top of the ancient wall; above this is tho modern 
portion, blocking up the cell iiHaras before alluded to. 

The south exterior side of the great courtyard ia spaced by pilasters, similar to those oo 
the northern side. fCumberiug from the sonth-a'cst comer there are largo cmcks in the 
wall between the first and second, fourth and fifth, and eighteenth and nineteenth pilasters. 
These fissures are seemingly caused by the ^leat weight of the modern sapomtructtire built 
on the top of the ancient wall; a mass of material, whiob the original foundations were 
never intended to carry. It would be well if the temple authorities could be induced to 
remove it, as it would conduce both to the stability of the court walls ami add to ths 
external beauty of the structure in general. Should the cranks, referred to, bring down 
portions of the wall,—and in time they certainly will,—^the openings so made, if ropatred 
at all, would most assuredly be Med up with nurnghtiy brick and plaster work. Should 
this superstracture be removed, the itAbarmy elephants and nauftit would be exposed to view 
and the temple better seen in everr way.* 


INTEJilOB OP THE SMALL (EAST) COUBT. 

On the interior aide of the east wall, on each aide of the oentnil entrance, are pilasters 
with figures between, three panels on eaeh side. The panels immediately on each side of 
tlie door hare dvdrapiiLu t the others, figures of Siva seated with his attendants: these are

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all covered with atnoco- FTojectiug infio the two east corners of this court are the rothas 
(J3"oa. 2 & 3). In the north-east comer is a stone with a wetl-carved figure of Siva seated 
on a buIL In diva’s two right hands are a trident auH ndga ; the left bands also hoM other 
symbols. On the panels of the ratha projecting into the south-east eoraer, are figures of 
^iva seated in tiSgthtana. On a stone of the base, on the south inner side of east 
entrance, is a short insoription in foliated characters. On each of the north and south sides 
of this court is a doorway^ at present blocked up with mud. A panel on the left side of 
the south door has a seated t/Sgi with a ittjti in his left hand; two minor figures are under. 

Next to the last panel is a sculpture representing Parvati and. the lion. She has a 
trident and umbrella; the figures ate covered with plaster, hut the design, though smaller, 
seems similar in Its grouping to another of the same subject dose by. This other will he 
described in its proper place. 

On the right of the last is a small shrine, having the back panel sculptured with seated 
figures of ^iva and Pfirvati. Siva has been etinveried into BrahmS, by the addition — in 
plaster only — of a face on either side of his original one, Attendants stand at the sides of 
the central group. There have been two ydli piers m front, hut these are now away, pnd in 
their places are two brick piers. 

The panel to the right is a large one, and has a sculptured group of twelve sages, 
who seem to be listening to the exhortations of the philosophic Siva who is 

represented seated under a banyan tree in a panel opposite this one, on the south side wall 
of the central shrine in this court. The panel with the sages oootipies a position on the south 
wall of the court, and the two panels exactly face each other. This ingenious arrangement 
is adopted on the opposite side of ihis Conrt, and also on the north and south sides of the 
largo vimiina. 

On the north side of this (lesser) court, at the north-cast oornor, is the figure of ^iva 
and the bull already described. At the same corner is the rafAc (No. 3) corresponding to 
that on the opposite side of the east entrance ahrtve noted. The panel on this one is 
however, dUIerent from the other. In this, a figure of Lakshml is seated on a lotus; she 
holds two lotus buds in her hands; a zgqc is round bei waist; a garland on her neck; and 
a crown on her head : elcpliants pour water over her. 

In the north wall of the'same court is a built-up doorway, opposite that in the south 
wall. On the left of this door is a figure of Ganapati, with umbrella and two chtturiaa 
over; in his left hands are symbols — -one a lotus, bat the other undistingnishable. In the 
right are a noose, aud another which sooms an elephani goad. The walls ovor the north 
and south doora to this cneJosure are somewhat mined. 

On the same wall as the last paneL and the left, is a small shrine attached to the 
wall; it stands opposite the one on the south side ; and tbe two are similar, vtith the excep- 
tioa that the t/fiN piers of this one are complete. To the left of the shrine is a large panel ; 
it is opposite the large one noted on the south side. The subject is much the same in hath 
cases ; in this panel, eleven seated sages are liatening to the exhortations of ^iva, ivho is 
represented in a panel on the north side of the central shrine. He is armed with differont 
symbolical weapons, and. seems to be preaching war.

EXTERIOB OP MAJrftNDEiTAEMtSVABi G9TH.4M. 

On the south side of this shrine —faigng into the lesser court — is the large panel before 
retetred to, as being oppt>site tiie sculptor^ group of twelve aagas (p. 26 J, It represents tie 
figure of Dakshin^iJrti, or Siva in his seat, under a banyan tree, llo has four bonds; in 
the upper right is a noose; and in one of the left is a sorpent; his hair is niattod; and his 
t-npea are hound together with a cloth. In the same panel are a male, and female and two deer. 

Over the niche is a eentral figure of Oampati, with a on each side, ftem w'hose 
jaws, carved foliage spreads along either side of the top, and droops down, forming a canopy 
over the priuei|Ml figures ol the panel helow. On each aide of the large panel is a set of 
three BUiall ones; in the right lower are two figures seated cross legged ; th^ have matted 
hair, and aie seemingly 0 ^*; the panel over has a lion and two gattdharvai ; the top panel 
has a musician playing to amuse ^iva. 

The lowest of the three }ianels—on the left of the central one — has two figures, one of 
wluch is a g6gi with heard, matted hail' and crown : the upper tier of panelB is similar to 
the right side. 

The features of all these figures have rather a marked fonn of counteuance; the noses arc 
pointed and flat, and give a curious oapresaion to the face. They are similar in this respect 
to the figures on the hasesof the piers at the Kacheh^Svara temple, and probably represent the 
type common among some of the tribes in early times in the country, (see Plates Nos. XXYI, 
XXI and XX). 

On the east exterior face of this shrine, the central feature is the door, with a large 
dvdrapdla on each side. At each of the north-east and south-east exterior comers of the 
building is a large gdli: 

The north side has a design similar in its main features and grouping, to the south side. 
The principal figure is ^i^'a, hut, in. this case, he is shown in a fierce altitude, armed with 
numerous symbolical w«^p<;»ns, and seemingly preaching war to his disciples seated in the 
[lanel directly opposite, (see jjage 26). Ho has eight hands, the upper right and left support 
an elephant's skin ovor liis head ’ in the right, are djnm, club and tridout; ono of the left 
touches his crown ^ unothor Las a noose, and the lowest is empty. Over the figure is a row of 
gandharsaJit and a cornicB with csiiwed biooks. 


EAST DOORS TO TEE INNER COURT. 

Mention has already been made of the east wall of the largei court which abuts against 
the north and south walls of the temple just described. Through this wall—one on either side 
of this shrine, — is a door, enteiing from the small into the greater eourh 

The door on the south side has, on its right jamb, a few remaming letters of an ancient 
inscription. The loft jamb has a boldly {firved r^resentation of Pfirvati and the lion. 
biic sixteen hands i over her right are an umbrella and two balls; the right hands have noosO) 
shield, and drum; two hands bend her bow, which is large and extends right across her 
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body fpcnn top to bottom of the paziol. On the fiame side is a thnec-hooded On the Uitf t 

side afo a & portioii of the bow, war club, und conoih j one hand is under the umbreJIa, 

and the remaining hands oa this mde are unarmed. The lion is shown with •mr nr'h vigour of 
expression ; the tusis and ekwa are all clearly tat, and the nock and body of the aaimal are 
decorated with miuntely carccd jewels. 

L his panel is free of plaster^ and the striking attitude of the figures, srntngement and 
grouping of the difikrent members, and the artistio^uish of the workmanship can be distincUy 
seen. The design, grouping uud geneiiil effect of this jmnel are esaictiv sintdlar to the well- 
knoTO seulpture at Mumallilpuram, repteaenting Plirrati on the lion, fighting the bull-headed 
Mahialiisura. In the KSficbipiuam sculpture, the latter 3giue is omitted, but it is otherwiBa 
almost identical with the left half of the one at the Severn Pagudafi. (See Plato Jfo. XXIX.) 

The east door entering the large court on the north side of the Ufabemfernnua ehtinu, has 
the jomains of a long insGiiption on the left side. On the other is a panel, similar in style 
and es^ntion to that just described; the subject is however different. The other showed 
Pdrvati, this repiwseuta Iak=ihiui seated on a lotus, with her feet resting on another of the 
same flowers; she has also a lotus bud in eaoh hand. Ou «tob side stands a female attendant 
with chaurie. Over Ukahmi’s head are, what seem to be the fire hoods of a snake ; and an 
elephant with water pot is on either aide. There are traces of colour on this lanol f Plate 
No. XXX.) ' 


IKNEK GOUBT, 

Entering the large court, the first sculptures aiw those on the back of the MiiliE'ndravarma 
shrine. 

The base moulding round the buck of this shrine is the same Hiat on the aid^ alreadv 
described (p. 2 j) ; the upper member of the ba.^cnieat; on this side is also inscribed. 

The ccutml back panel is a krge one; the prludpal figures am Siva and Pirvati seated 
on a tiirene, with three cAauruf-beai-ing attendant?. On each side is u ami niches, with 
figures of Tishmi, Lakahml, and gerndharttoit ; uiidiir the panels are two large elephants’ 
b^div represented as supporting the groups. At each of the comers of the building are giik* 
with riders and gaadiitrpas. Over these aculptiuca is an elabttrate cornice ; the lower member 
is sculptured with a row of supportmg ptfadJa/tfas * a pedimented and doable coniice over • 
and above the last, an the first storey of the tower is a set of three panelled sculptures. The 
oential panel has Siva as a gSgi, with an attendant on right and left, und two detached gM 9 in 
front. The panel on either aide huB tjach a inany-anned. figure. The upper portion of the 
tower b formed of three sets of cornices, the top tier having a central figure of Karesimha J 
the figure is covered with comparatively mcxlom plaster work, so it is diflianlt to dietingnisb 
what it may have been origiaally. The whole tower la crowned by a barrel-shaped iiihara 
with loaf omamenLs and finials (See Plate No. XXXI). 


CELL SCtrLPTTIflja. 

In proceedLug with the sculptures on the series of cells on the four side of the large 

court, it willheconvenienitobegiu with those inunediatclv to the south of the ^ah^Ddravuima 
8 ‘ ’ 
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ahiijie on the east aide of tho courts and coutiiHio th^ numhoEing in snonesgioii, rotind the 
souths west, north and north half ol the enst aides, returning to the starting point. 

All these cells have ongiually had their appearing over the old wall-head of 

the enclosing wall, with nandk, and elephants alteniately, between each. Some of tho h'iMras 
are now ruined, and their place has been plastered over; this is notablv the case on the 
east wall, wbioh is thicker than the other three, so that when the modem work, was added 
to the wall head, and enmed up—with the same thioknesa as the ancient suhstmotme -to 
overtop the gmoU towers, it almost completely covered them. The animals placed between 
the cell towers, onlv appear out of the thtekness of tho recent roasonty, at intervals. 

■Ml the cells have had inscriptions on three membci's of the basements, though some 
have now been worn away i the lowest is—-in all eases -foliated, 

Jfo, 1 cell — Immediately to the south of the Itah^udruvanna shrine, is open in front, 
and has panelled seated figures of 4 i\-a, Parvati, anil child. 

Space between Nos. 1 and 2.—^^iva and Pfirvati- 

;Xo, 2 .—Open in front; saine aa No. 1. 

Space between Nos. 2 and 3, same as No. 1. 

No. 3.—Same. 

Space between No. 3 and south-east comer reeeas, same. 

The recese in the south-east comer is not a ahriue proper like the others, so it may be 
omitted in the numbering it is open towurda the west and has a bas-relief of GauapatL 

Hetuming along the south wall, the space between the south-east comer recess and 
No. * colli hos PSrvati seated under a hauyau tree; one large and two small elephants are on 
the left side. A sits, with his knee* bound, on the back of the large animal. A 
female attendant is on the right. 

No, 4 is open towards the east, as also are the others on this wall j tho sculptures are 
on the outer front o! the screen walls encloring them from the jirukdra of the court. This 
cell has PdrvsTi and the Uim, witli symbols, and a geucral design similar to that already 
described on the left door between the two courts (see p. 23). In this panel, an additional 
gandharoa figure stands on the left. Tho upper portion of the soulpture is plastered over, 
hut the lower part lias the stone exposed, and shows its delicate cutting. (See Plate 
No, XXXIT, Pig. 1-) 

1 ‘he space between Nos, 4 and 5, has the usual panel of Siva and Parvatl 

No. 5, opens towards the east; it has a seated iSaivite figure, with four hands and 
syuthels; these latter are undiitinguishable through a covering of plaster. (Plate No. 
XXNIl, Pig. -.)

MAflAMANDAPAM. 

THb building stands m the east ceutial portion of the larige court. I haTe alreadv shown 
^p, 11 , P.N. 77 ) it origiuallj’ stood detached from the central pimdnet, though now a 
modern structure connectB the two buildinga. Some of the most atriJdnglv urehaic details 
in the entire temple are found in the these being the niEissiTe stone piersj 

with hoETy square capitals (Plato hio. XLTIIJ, Fig. I}, on one of which, is a later 
Chfllukyan inscriptioti (^lage 11). 

The plan is a Mjctangle with the greater length from north to south. The four sides 
are open in the centre, and on each fa^de a portion of the wall is returned along the 
several elevations from the four comers. The east front has the entrance divided into three 
bays by two square piers, with a responding pilaster on the return wall at each side. 

The west side_or back—is similarly divided, but the piers are octagoiuil for a portion 

of their length. 

The north and south entrances are simple openings,—with pilasters on the sides,— 
undivided by piers. Inside, betweea these two doorways—extending north and south—are 
two TOWS of four piers each. Theflo are octagonal for a portion of their lengtii: the eential 
space between the rows is equal to the breadth of the north and south doors ■ the four central 
piers of the^ ixawn ina line east and west with the piers of the cast and west openinge ; 
and the renuiiniug central piers are severally in a line with the reaponding pilasters of the same 
openings. The ceiling of the mat^pam is thus divided into fifteen almost equal spaces. 

The two square piers on the east front are in free stone; the left one has inscriptions on 
the front, sides and baok; and the right pier an inscription ou the front. All the piers are 
irithout hoses. The capitals are of one design throughout, square, with great projeo- 

_ -^^^0 extreme projeoting moaldings of each, almost touching each other (see Plate 

XLVTTI, Fig. 1). The details of the capitals are, a neokiiig, large torus, cyma recta square 
abacus having rolls and band on the face, and brackets over. The two front piers are square 
throughout; the othera have the lower portion square, the middle octagonal, and the upper 
portion— ineluding the capital—square; all have a slight taper in their length. Exclusive 
of the two front piore, the others are granite ; but the capital and braeketii in all uuscs are 
freestone. Several have circuiar lotus discs carved on the faces of the lower aud upper square 
portions : these are identiial with those on the piers of the north rock-cut rave at Mdmandftr, 
The Chalukvan iuBoriptiou—before referred to—is on the west face of the north pier on 
the west side next the ardhamandapam ; it is considerably weatherworn but being deeply 
cut the letters are quite legible. It is at present completely protected by the east wall of 
the ftrdhnmandapam^ so the weather marks cotdd only have been caused before the orection 
of the latter building. 

The very design of the west opening shows it was never intendod to be blocked up as it 
now is, but to present an open faijade like that on the east. 

Two $dHs on the back responding pilasters are abutted against and portly covered by 
the east wall of the modem ardhaman^pam. 

The comics in the compartments of Lho ceiling over the piers is a sqnare moulding, with 
a projecting row of supporting ^mdharpm over; the ceiling itself is in fiat stone slabs. 

A perforated window iu the east wall of the ardkamandapaia opens into the 
ipaiw^pam. It is much older than the building in which it now is, and has evidently been

taktid fram some other pkce and built in when: we now Md it. The perforated work 
16 a aeries of twisting boughs witb epenings between, partly filled by cross bnds. Over 
the opening is a triple eonuee witb horse-shoe shaped panel; in it is a figure of Siva, 
with eight annej Fairati is on hialeft, and Nandikllrara on his right. On the ciroumlerence 
of the panel is a leaf ornament springing from gdlis at the foot. (See Plate Xo. XLIX.) 

Another window somewhat eimilar, is seen in the Xachi^Srara temple. (See Plate 
No. CXXII.) It also, bas evidently been removed from some other temple probably the 
Kaildsanudha, and inserted in its present place. Eoth these are in a dark stone, and the 
panel in the farmer window is designed slightly after the style of some of the blaekstoue 
Cbdlukyan sculptores found in the IMlary District. 

On the ontside of the mahdmatidapam the gronud *line is now on a le^el with the 
octagonal member of the basement. The mouldings above gronnd are similar to the base 
universally applied in other parts of the building: the npper sijuare granite eonrse is level 
with the floor. A Tamil inscription is cut on each of the faces of the base on the floor 
elevations; it returns along the back, bat is hlooked up by the east wall of the aTdha~ 
mtajdapam^ and only a few letters appear at each end. 

On the east front—at the two comerfi of the return walls—are ydlii with pilasters over. 
On each wall is a large panelled groap, having a central niche with large Ssivite figure j 
and three lessor panels on each side, one over the other. The lowest of each of the side 
panels is u female efiaurie bearer ; the middle, a gandharvia blowing a eoueh; and the upper, 
u with rider. The crowning central feature, or pediment to each set of panels, is a 
figure or Ge^pati with ^dlis and riders, and flowing floral ornament on eaob side of the 
upper central figure* 

The main cornice which enrmoimts each facade and extends lunud the building, is of 
no great projection j over it, ie a blocking course j and on the cornice are small pedimentol 
horse-shoe niche ornaments—placed at intervaLs^—with a figure in each. All ai'e supported 
by a row ol p(atdhar^}a^ under the comice. Some fragments of a stipeistmcturo remain 
over the blocking course. These fragments am, I believe, the remainfi of a tower RiTnihr 
to that on the Dhannwaja’s” rttiha at Mamalldpurara, w'Meh this bnilding otherwise 
resembles. The massive piera in the KaihlsaTV^dha mahdmandapam are eridently Intended 
to support some great superinctunbeut weight, and this most probably was, or was intended 
to be, a tower similar to that at the raiha named. The arrangements of plan and design of 
the lower facades of the two examples are exactly similar; and the theory that the Kailasa- 
nfidha mahdmandapitm bad a tower similar to the ratha is nt^t improbable, and ecems to be 
supported by what evidence there is on the eubject. (See Plates Nos, XXVI and L.) 

The south elevation has the same general design as the east side, but the figures in the 
panels vary; in the lower right panel, TAlrBhmi is seated on a lotus flower, holding lotus 
buds, conch and eht^a^ In the tier of minor panels cm uach side, are channiti, elephants, 
gandharvas^ and aliendants. 

The large left panel on the same elevation has Pirvati seated with a noose in her right 
hand, aud a lotus bud in her left. Two chsuriei and umbrellas are over; the other parts 
of the panels are the same as those on the right. (Plate No, XXVI.) 

The north side of the same man^pem has—in the targu right panel—^PSrvati seated 
with two attendants on her right; and on her left arc a bird, and lamp bearers i the symbols 
she holds ore broken ; the side panels are similar to the others.

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Th .0 large left panel is of bold and good design, and deeply UDderantj it represents 
P&rvati standins with Her left foot on the back of the lion ; aha hna airteen hands, each 
armed irith a different weapon^ 

This seeins to bare been a faronrite snbjact vith the sonlptors;, and the treatment is 
always good. This panel is very simflar to, bnt larger than Noa. XXXTT and KXIX 
(See also No. LI, Fig. 2.)

This bnilding calls for only a passing notice; it is not contemporary with, or has any 
features in oommon to the original building. The north and south walls are ignite 

plain, without ornament of any kind; on the south side is a four-pillared raised verandah 
(see Plate No, XXYI), a door through which, enters the building. The east wall is built 
close to, and eovera the scnlptnies that undoubtedly exist on the west wall of the wtaAi- 
Motid/ipo'tn z a perforated window in the wall opens into the latter bml dmg . The inside is 
divided by two rows of six slender pillars of Yijianagar date. (See Plate No. XXIV and 
Fig, 2 in XXXIX), Several old inaciibed stones are built into the door and ceOing of the 
building. The principal shrine enters off the west end of the ordSaiaondi^fljB, On 
each side of the ehiine entrance is a chamber; these two are the original recesses—similar to 
those on. the exterior of the »tnidno—between, the north-east, and aoutb-east oomer shrines, 
and the east entrance to the great central ahrine. Originally they would be vimble from the 
outside ; and the weatherworn appearance of their ecuiptures shows they have been. In 
the right recession the back wall,—is a four-armed Siva diiueiug: below, aie Ms attend- 
ants; the minor panel on his right has Vishnu; and on the left panel is "Brahmil, both 
worshipping, (Plate No. U., Fig, 1,) 

The left Bide of the recess has PdTvati on the Hon, with attendants, and i/andJiarvat on 
each side, Tlie right aide is covered, with masonry. 

The left recess has panels s imils T to the other, with &va and minor worshipping deities 
on the back; Piirvati is on the right side of the recess, and the left m blocked up with 
masonry. This is a portion of that forming the north and south walls of the arithamanda- 
pam. The panels blocked np, are those on the south side of the north-east corner ahrine, 
and those on the north side of that at the south-east oomer. 

On the right aide of the entrance to ihe main shrine containing the KailasanMha Auffa, 
is a dmrajHtla. On the hack interior waU of the shrine, is a panel with seated figures of 
Sivn. rdrvati and child. Some brass figures are used on festival occasions. (Plate No. LTI, 

^^ 5 * 3 .) 

The vintdjui has the principal shrine in the centre ; on the exterior is a lesser one at 
each corner; and another on each face, except the east, where the entrance to the central 
ahrine is, and has always l>een. It now enters through the ardhaman^pamf bnt before 
that building was erected, the ontiance would be through the porch — similar to the exterior 
vimdm shri hes—direct trom the opeu, and up a tight of steps. 

Around ihe r/wdnui, and iu the recesses formed by tho projecting exterior Bhiines, are 
a series of nandis placed on the ground, atid facing the different cpmrters. (See Plates Nos, 
XXiV and XXVI,) The identity of this idea with that at the Mamaliapuram « shore 
temple has been noted (p. 20), 
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At each of the coraeTS formed by the projeouug ehiinea and extending aroand the 
rinidiui, is a series of triple and riders, intended to repTeeetil a support and guard to 
the temple. 

In describing the panels on the exterior ground storey of the ifinwHiu, it will he 
courenient to adopt a courae similar to that Ufieil In noting those on the ootirtyard colls. 
Commencing, therefore, with the panels in the south-east corner shrine,—which enters on 
the east side, — the back panel represents a lai'ge kneeling figure of ^va — w ith eight arms— 
holding the usual weapons, noose, trident, sword, serpent and otheia undistinguishahle. 

Oh the left aide is Brahmd paying homage; under him, are two gamiharBos^ and w’hat 
seems like a mountain with a figure seated ou it, is on his left \ two gandhaTBas are on bis 
upper left aide. 

On the right aide of the shi-inc is Yishnu and attendants, also worshipping Siva ; the 
panel is too mneh weatheiwom for the details to be made out, (Plates Nos. LI and LIII 
to Lxn.) 

On the south exterior side of this shrine is a four-armed ^ira, with Pdrvath Beneath 
Siva, are gemdharvas^ and over, an elephant. Above, is a small panel with an eight-armed 
Sira and gandhanso. (Plate No. XX.VI and Pklea Nos. LI and LIII to LXII.) 

On the south exterior wall of the central shrine, and in the space between the south- 
east corner shrine and that on the middle of the south side, are a six-armed and 

PSrvati, seated with their feet on Yyddht the god of sickneae. 

The panel on the right side of the same recess is supported on and represeiits 
Lakfihmt, with lotus buds. On the top, ai-e gandharv^ surrounded by a finaly-eut floral 
ornament. (Plates Nos. XXYI, LI and LIII to LXII.) 

On the left side of the same recess is the entrance to the shrine on the centre of the 
south fa^ado of the tf/wdiw. On the left side of the door is a dvdrapdlti ; over, are eleven 
Siahg&ti, In the shrine—on the back — is Siva seated with his left foot on a gandhmrva ; tlie 
platform on which he sits is supported by two gdU pillars. Brahmi and Yishnu are in 
attendance, worshipping. On the left interior aide, is ^iva—in bridegroom’s dress— seated 
on a bull, with attendants ; a gandharm leads the animal. 

On the right side of tho shrine is P^rvati seated on a pedestal supported by s ^ati on 
the left, and two gandhdTBas. She is shown dressed as a bride. The two ptmels seemingly 
represent the marriage of ^iva and Piirvati. 

On the south outride face of this shrine is ^iva as a gCgi seated under u tree ; he lias 
four arms ; in one of his left is a torch ; beside liim are birds, two door and a snake under. 
Tlie panel is supported on an elephant's head. The ride panels have gdgia under, with gdh'i 
and ornament on top. (Plates Nos. XXVI and TXIT.J 

The west exterior side of the shrine has Yishnu seated with his foot on a pedestal \ be 
and his attendanta are worshipping ^iva who is shown on the next panel. 

The panel referred to, on tho buck of the recess formed by the shrina on the centre of 
the south fn^'ade of the vimdiMf and that at the south-west corner, is an exceedingly fine 
one; it shows Siva standing in a diumond-sbaped recess j he has eight arms, which hold, 
in bis right, serpent, axe, and noose ; and in his left a large trident and other symbols; he 
wears the sun os a crown. The lesser panels adjacent to this central one, are occupied by 
various minor worshipping deities, with Brahm4 and others on the left, \''ishnu and 
gtmdhartiat on the right. Siva is supported by Yiahnu, in bis vardAa oaafdr, with two hands 
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resting on the ground, and other two holding the eouch and discus. (Plates Nos. XXVI 
and LXI.) 

The left side of the reoeea is occupied by worahippiug attendants. 

The Bhdne at the south-west eomor hag, in the panel on the snnth cKterior aide, 
SiFft ad a beggar, with eanduls on his feet * two forntdes and Yogi are worehippiiig. The 
whole is supported on an elephaut's head. The panel over, has a ten-armed ^va, each hand 
with a symbol. 

The south-west corner shrine enters from the west. The panel on the back of the 
interior is similar to that on the left side of the porch of the Mah^ndmvanna shrine. 
It shows a ^oivite figure—eonsidetabh larger than life size; he has matted hair, and 
carries a doud banner, and throe-hooded ndga j with trident and axe on his right, and a 
snn on his left, A female stands on each aide^ probably P^xwati, and Lakshmj. (Plato 
Ifo LXI.) 

Tlie right interior side of the shrine has a panel with throo male attendants; and the 
left side, three females with a cornice over. 

The first space on the west aide of the rmdnta, between the south-west comer shrine, 
and the one on the centre of the west elevation, lias iSiva kneeling on a platform ; a three- 
hooded snake is coiled round hb right leg. He has ton arma; in his right are trident, dmm, 
nooBO, and one supports a long thin shaft, which extends up on the right, intn what looke 
like n r/foariif,-^bnt may be a cloud baojicr,—aud goes behind the figure, right across the 
panel, lu the left hands, are axe, torch, seipeut, and another symbol somewhat like a 
skull. Three dancing gandharvae^ armed with awox-ds, are under. The minor panel on 
the right has Parvati with her foot resting on a bnll; two gandkarvas are over. The mimif 
left panel has a figure with a crown seateil.on two ^andharvas^ one of whom plays a dote 
and the other a connh: an attendant is in the upper right aide of the panel. 

The group ia supported on an elepliant’s head. (Plate No. LL) 

On the right side of this recess is an eight-armed dancing ^iva. Ou the left side of 
the saiiie recess is Oanapati, with two gandharvais over. A female attendant stands in a 
panel on his left. 

The shrine in the centre of the west side of the vitndna enters from the west side. 
It shows—on the back of the interior—a large figure of ^iva, with six arms, and PSrvati. 

^tva holds in his right hands a dog, garland of skulls and serpent; a chaaiw _^bearing 

gandharva is under. The upper left hands support GadgS, and an elephant’s alrin The 
left foot rests on an attendant. (Plate No, LIX,) 

On the right side of this shrine ia Vishnu armed with conch and discus ; Ke rne attend^ 
ants wait on him. The left side of the shrine has two attendants. 

In the back of the recess between the centre shrine on the west of the Dtutr^, 

and the shrine at the north-west comerj is an eight-armed ^iva dancing, with Nandik^lvam 
on his left, and a small gandharva on Ms right; &va has a saga coiled round his neck. The 
gandharva ia completely free of plaster, and shows veiy minute carving, the eyes, eyebrows, 
and teeth in the mouth are all cut in the stone. The lessee panel on the right of the central 
one, has Vishnu; in the panel on the left is Brahma. (Plate No. LVIH. See also Nos LI 
anlimto LXU). * ’ 

On the right aide of the recess is §iva seated on a platform, supported by a gandharva, 
A long muricat instrument rests across the left shoulder, and a serpent a cr osa the right. 
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The fi43^iIptnTO rept^eente ^ ArddhAnartivATu, (ImU male and female), A femal# 
attendant oceupiea each side panel. 

On the left aide of the recess, a worsMppeiv-holding a three-heoded serpent-^ts on a 
mountain. They are supported by two playing the flute and conch. 

The shrine at the north-west comer of the has, in the hack interior panel an 

eight-armed Siva seated on a ehariot, dmwn by two horses j the heads of the hcrses. and 
front of the vohiele are shown towards the front, with a wheel on each side, (Plate No 
LIU. See also Nos. LI and LlII to LXII.) 

The right side of the Bhrine, is occupied by a tier of two panels—fiy© figures above, and 
seven below, ^rho 1^ waU has five figures b the upper half, and six in the lower. On 
the north extenor side of the north-west oomer ehrino 13 Siva crushing Tvadhi: above is 
a panel with two Saivite figures. (Plate No, LIV.) 

On the north wall of the rinjasw, b the recess between the north-west comer shtirfe 
and that ou the centre of the north face, is ^va and Pdn^ti. giva has eight aims and 
TiinouB symbols, bclnding noose, bow, and umbrella i three dancing ff/indharva, are under 

The minor panel on the right, shows Pfirvati seated on a lion. That on the left showe 
Lak.ihmi seated on a pedestal, A lion supports the group. {Plate No. LT, Pig, 1.) 

On the left side of the recess is ^iva as a beggar; an attendant and sdii are in ponela 
aneacli aide. ‘

The shrbe in the centre of the north rid® of the mmdna enters from the east. 
Inside, IB a graiiite platform for an image, with basement and cotniee moulding. The' 
panel on the hack interior is the same as that in the centre shrine ou the south facade of 
tte vmdna^ ft reprints giva supported by and ydAs, with worshipping 

figures of BrahmS, and Vishnu. The panels on tho two interior aides are the mme as those 
on the shrine referred to. 

The recess on the nortli facade, between the north centre and north-east shrines 
shows^n the back panel-Pfrvati on a lion; the design .ia similar to those of the some 
eubj^t al^dy noted. She has ten arms ; and carries an umbrella, with trident, noose and 
Bwoid m her nght hands; one of the lower right rests on her thigh; the other b sho^ in 
abiajfahneia. The left hands hold an axe, shield and serpent, whUe two other hands grasn 
and bend a long bow. She b oniamonted with jewels ou wrists, ankles, ete. The smaller 
panel on the left of the central one baa a stout figure of Parvati; over her right b Nandi- 
kfifivam i on her left is a female attendant. The Wr panel on the right of the larger, has 
firvah in tbs instance, represented with a alender wabt—seated on a pedestal supported 

by a pilbr. On her right is Simhd; on her left, what appears to be a bull. (Plate No LVT 
and Nos. LHl to LVII.) k i,vi

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The shrute ectei's from the east, and inside is a pi Ham for an image. The Imck and 
aide panels are the same as those in the corresponding shriae <ra the south side of the nmana 
i,e.f & kneeling Siva, worshipped on tho side panels by Brahmd and Yishnn. 

These complete the scnlptured panels around the exterior of tho vimana. 


VliflNA TOWEB. 

The basement is tonned of a granite sn.b^'base j flarred ** gandharva ” plinth, ornamented 
sami'Octagomil base, small carved “ elephant ” blocks, in freestone; and sur>base in granite 
with Pallava Gmntha inscriptions. (See Plates Kos, XXVI ami LIV,) 

In the recesses formed by the exterior ahriuea are the series of nandit already noted. 
These are large, and each cut out of a single block of freestone. The walls above the base, 
are covered with tho sculptured panels just described. At each of the angles of the walla, 
and on each side of the panels are pilasters; those on the comets bme pdiis. 

The general elevation of the superstructure, is a small towor over each of the exterior 
shrines at the comers and facades; the Hkharofi over those at the comers ore square; over 
those on the fn^^ades, they are semi-barrel shaped. Above these, on the niaiu tower, is a 
storey with u series of two weather-worn sculptured panels, on each face of the oontra] 
projection, and one at each comer* pilasters are at the comers. Over this, is a donble 
oomice, with siaall Siiiarafi ; the storeys above are successively stopped back, forming a 
slight platform berwoen each. The iikharax over the double comico mentioned, are one on 
each face, and one at each comer. Over this, is a square portion with comice, a naudl at 
each comer, a seated figure on each front,and a finial over. (Plate No. XXTl.) The 
tower is capped by an octagonal SiHara with small pediment on each front. 

The whole tower is plastered over, bat eaccept in some of the details of the sculptures, 
there is uo doubt but that the urigmal design has been faithfully followed in the covering 
process. In many pltiecs where the plaster has been detached, hut still partly adherhig, 
the iinderlyiag stonework is geneniliy the same as the plaster which covers ii. Tho 
principal ditfereuce between the plaster and the atone is, that, where sculptures have becq 
covered, tho plaster work is much coaiscr in its execution, and only attempts to rcpmduco 
in outline or in a general way^ the design of the stone sculpture tmdemoath. The stone 
earviugs are, without exception, beautifully and minutely chiselled, whereas, when these 
have been covered over, the small detail.^ of jewels or other ornaments have onlv been 
imitated by rough incisions iu the wet plaster bj' a kmfo or some such instroment. The 
design and treatment of the various details of tho tower ore identical in style with similar 
features at tho “ Bharmaruja's ” and other raHan at Mdmalhipuiiim. There is an archaic 
peculiarity above these and other works of a like date, not to he mi KtuIroti

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VAlKlT^flHA PEKUMAL TEMPLE, kANCHIPUBAM. 

This building standii ut the other end of the town, almost due east from the Kaila- 
sanMlm temple, and a few hundred yards west from the TvdfiehljmTBm railway station. 

In giae, artihmologieal and archlteetuml importance, it ia—of the group of Pallava 
temple®—Bocond to the XaiMsanfidha- The most important and intereeting feature in the 
bnilding is the vitndTia tower faee Plato No. LXIII), which bears a distinct resomblauee to 
the anciont vihdras,'^'^ 

This ptmdua has a tier of three ehiine®, one over the other.’'* 

The lowest shrine ia anrrounded by throe waEfl and two covered The first or 

inner shrbe wall encloses the three shrines through being earned right up above the ceiling 
of the uppermost one. The second wall cncloaes the covered first prdkdrM of the first and 
aecond upper shrines and forms an open platform round the third shrine. The third wall 
encloses the second covered prdtdra of the first shrine, is carried xip and forms an open 
platform round the second shrine. 

The general plan (Plate No. LXIV) is the ahrine with double jirdhtfrew, enclosed in a 
courtirurd with a covered verandidi on the four sides. The shrine enters from the east 
through an ardhaman^ajiam. On the east side of the courtyard is the mMtta^dapaia 
entirely roofed over, and open on its east and west sidefl only; ti modem addition has been 
addetl to the front ^^ude leaving a door only, open on that side. Some distance to the east, 
18 an uciimshed Tijayanagar j/O/nirom ; it is only tmried up to the ceiling of the entrance 
door. On the external sides of the entrance is a reisod platform, with a six-pillared 
verentkh j two panels on the exterior are shown in No. LXT. To the west of the gSfntam— 
betn-een it, and the entrance to tlio temple through the niaMma»dapaTa^r6 a small shrine, 
pitham^ and d/tvqjaisiamfiaT^L ^ 

Tho exterior of the courtyard wall is di vided into bays by pilasters, with pinna¬ 
cle® anrmouutiog the w-all. In the bays are niches, with carved pedimeutal ornament over. 
A moulded base anrrounds the aides, and the waH head ia capped by a double mntdded 

eomtee, with carved blocks and moulded blocking course over. (See Plates Nos LXVI 
and LXVn.) 

The treatment of design in the niches is similar to those on cavo No, 21, at Mamall^- 
puram. 

The eastern wing of the jna^dT^avdapii7n ia comparatively modem; its piers are some- 
what plain and of ordinary design. A small panel in the ajitno building, and one of the 
piers are sJuiwn on Plate No. LXVm, Figs. 1 and 2. On the inner sides of the building 

are a series of six encloBod and two open chambera; those diViHions are simply formed bv 
stono jind mud wall^. 

The ardkamatidapam [b attached to, and is the poreb through which the ehrino is 
entered. It has eight pdii piers, and four pilasters of a distinctive Pallava type On the 
oast side of the inner shrino wall is a panel, (Plate No. LXIX, Fig. 1), and others on the 
north and south aides of the eecond shrine wall. (Nos, LXS and Fig. 2 in LXEX.) The 
external ;jrd*drf» wails of the shrine, and arMamaiiffapaTit are also panel sculptured. The 
upper portion of the tower is also similarly ornamented; the detaila of the several panels

LXXVI, LXXVII, LXXVni, LXXIXj T.XXX j LXXXI, TiXXXn, LXXXTTT , 
JjXXXIV, and LXXXV, On the base of the vimdna, are inseriptions in Tamil and Sanskrit. 
In the first shrine is a large seated figure of Yishnu (Plate No. LXXXIY j in the second 
shrine is a reclining lignre of the sftn>o deity (Plate No, LXXXYI) mth others: and 
there is also another in the third shrine. The second and third shrines enter fram the 
east side, off the platforms whieb surround the tower at the different stages. The tower in 
ascended by a stone stair; and is built of stone, plastered orer. 

The Yetandah surrounding the inner sides of the courtyard h»ii tbirty-fonr gdU piers 
similar to those in the arJhaiaandapaTa. (Plate No. T. XXX VTT-) 

On the inner walls of the court is a continuous series iff stone eculptared panels, 
representing scenes — eridontly from one of the purdneu, but which, it is difficult to say,^ 
The general giouping of the whole, and style of the figures themselves, are very shnilar to 
those on the sculptured frescoes of Arjtma^a penance, ” and the other unfinished baa-rehef 
near by, at MitmflllSp iiraiiii. (See Plates Nos, T,XXX V II1 to XCXI,) The typo of the 
figures seems very arehaie, and some representations of temples resemblB the B hima ^a ’’ 
Dharmardjah’s and other raihat at MomalMpomm, Through the action of the temple 
priests in refusing admittance, to even the outer precincts, to a non'^Hindti, a description of 
the panels from the originals cannot be given J such information therefore, as may be 
required about ftiul other details of the interior, can only be had hy a reference to the 
drawings. 
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ftrlTAiifeE^vAEA TEMPLE, kI^chIpuram. 

This temple staeils m the fields west Erem the hespital, and south-west from the 
Yaikuntha Peruniil temple. There are ue remains of a courtyard; aud the plau is simply 
a email shrine with maealre walls, imd entrance through a pillared porch on the west side. 
(Plate No. XCIU.) In this lespect the plan is eJinilar to that of the Kaildsonddha 
vitadna. The side and baolc walls of the pitch and shrine hare a series of panels on each. 
(See Pig. 4 in LXXIV and Plates Nos. XCIV to XCVl and fig. 2 in XGVn,) 

The Bhiine contains a hlnck stone iinga, Orer it is the tower^ which is hollow, with 
each successive course corhaUed over that imjiiediately below it. The porch has four piers 
of the Palhiva typo, (Plates Nos. XCViil and XCIX), each with a lion base, the tail of the 
lion being currod up the back of the pillar, similar to tliat on the curious shrine 
discovered during the excavations at the shore temple at ManuiMpurum in 1SS4. 
Over the lion—on the piers—ia an ornamental hand with polygonal-sided neokiug, 
large projecting capital and a squai^ abacus over. An inscription of a few lutters is 
on each of the two front piers. The brackets over the pillars have filleted rolls, with 
upright omamentai band on emih fkce ; respondmg pilasters are on each side. Similar piers 
are common at the Seven Pagodas, and at some of the other XafiohlpiLrum temples, but none 
are found at the KailSsanMha temple. The pillars imdei note, compared with those at the 
latter temple, show an advancement in the period of the style. 

The hack of the porch has pilasters responding to the detached piers, with figured 
panola on each aide. (Plate No. XCY.) The ceding k flat, with plain filletetl imd roU 
ooTniee. Between the two rear piUms is a sroall nemdi ; another, slightly larger, stands on 
the ground in front of the temple. 

Around the exterior is a sub-base with plain panels ; a square gianite moulding is over; 
and sur-base, with plain end octagonal mnuldings completes the baaement: the upper member 
is a granite slab. 

The wallfl over, are divided by pilasters, placed at intervals; those at the comerB hove 
gdlis and riders. The north and cast wells have ^rite single figuro-soulptured panels 
between the pilasters; the south wall has the spaces for the figures uncurved. 

There are two niches on the exterior sides and kick, and one on each of the exterior 
sides of the porch. Sculptured floral omamenta surmount the niches; but those on the 
hack, and some on the sides are uncarved, or only partly so. (Plate No. C.) 

The cornice over, has small carved blocks at intervals, similar to other cornices before 
described. 

The tower ia square, and built m three storeys, with cLroular surmoonting iHhara and 
koloSa, (Pktea Noa. CIX and G.) 

The whole building is in stone, with compar^vely little plaster remaining.

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Mt'KTESVARA TEMPLE, kISCHIpTIRAM. 

TIiib fiiiriiie stands nortJi from tho MfiLtatig^lvara, and north-west from the Vaitunthn 
Pemintl temples. 

The Miikt^fivara, and Matahg§iTara temples are in most respects, almost exactly similar. 

The Klii-ttm ie square, with thick walls, and a ionr-pillaTed entrance porch on tire west 
side. (Plate No, CL) The two trout piers in the porch, are [of the gdU form; the two 
hack, are eylnidrioaL (Plate No. OIL) 

In tiie shriue is a black atone Ukga, The inner aide, and back walls of the porch 
and shrine, hare Saivite sculptured panels, (Plates Nos. CHI to OT and Fig. 1 in SUVil.) 

A tower, BiTnilar to that on the Matangllrara temple, rises over the shrine. (Plates 
Noa-CVl and CVII.) 

The external walls of the porch a*id shrine are dividfid by pQaeters, and soulptnted 
with single figures, (Plate Ho, CVU.) 

The base ia ftimilaT to that on the other temple mentioned, and has inscriptions in PaUam 
Tamil. 

A small pithajo^ and m^di moyttfapCBi stand in front. (Fig* 1 hi Plate No. L A I A .) 
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TBIPCEi^TAK^^TAEA TEMPLE, kA^CHIPUEAM, 

This is a small shrine in one of the streets between the Kachfiivara, and great Site 
temple. 

The shrine is square^ and, Like the other ancient tempLee under note, is enclosed by very 
thick Walls (Plate CVTITJ J the cell contains a ftn^a; the door of the porch and shrine 
is fleveral feet above the ground Level. 

On the east side of the shrine is the porch, and,—blockiiig up its east entrance, — an 
unsightly modern brick man^a/am erected without any attempt at xhe introduotion of atohi- 
tectural featnres. 

The onginai plan has been similar to, hnt slightly smaller than the two temples just 
before desorihed; tliat is, with a shrine and pillared porch only. 

On the interior back wall of the shrine is a sculptured panel (Pig. I in plate Ifo. T.TT); 
and others are on the rides and back of the poreh (Kos, CIX and CX). These are very 
spirited in their grouping and exeL-ution, and their identity m period and style with those on 
the other Pallava examples is at once erident: they represent scenea from the ^vite jturdm. 

The portih has sufficient projection to admit of two front piers only; the present supports 
ai e modem; the originals were most likely i/M piers, but they have disappoaied. Some 
hases lying in the courtyard of the PSii^vaperumM temple—nt no great distance from this 
one—have no conneotiou with the temple in which they now are ; these may probably have 
been the originals of the Tripurantak@Svata porch. (Pig, 4 in plate No. LIT,) 

Thu brick mandapam. with its floor line close to the ground level, calls for no special 
remark, except as to the contrast it ofiTors to the ancient bnilding to which it is attached. 
It only sen'es as an example of the degeneracy of eomo modem Hindn constructive work. 
It miifit be miipb less f hftii a i^autmy old, if ereii tbat, 

Tho base Burromiding tho old temple, is the same as those round the two previously 
described temples; on its usual upper square granite course are inseriptionB in Pallava 
Tamil. The walls are built of a soft reddish freestone—-identical with that used at the 
KailasanStha temple. It has smffored severely from the weather; and the resulting hollows 
in the soulptnrca have been Mod in with bricks and plaster; the portions remaining intaot, 
are however, distinct in their PaUava character. Tho interior panels aie particularly good 
and in complete preservation, and leave no doubt as to their clasBification. 

Tlie external walls of the porch and shrine aj« covered, with acufptured panels; (Nos. 
O^^Ij dTTI..^ 

The vindna is avidently built in stone, though now plastered over. At each of tho 
four eomem of the top of the tower next the ii/chara^ is the usual nandii and other two over 
the front wall of the porch. (Plate No. CXm.) Inside the mnndapam, am two figures of 
Gan^fia, and TliandakS^vara. (Plate No. CXIV.) 

A nandi mandapam with pitAami stand on the east side. 

Around the modem courij-ard are some recent brick ereotioufi, undeserving of notice. 

The details of the architecture would seem to show this temple—partieuiarly the tower 
—slightly later in date than the others. 
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AIHAvATE^VARA temple, KlSCHlPUliAM, 

Is close to the north entrance of the Eaehlepai'a temple, and is the BmallGst and most 
moomplata df tke Pallam exampleg in KaScMpuram. 

The plan ie a ahrine with simple nnpillarcd poreh (PlEto Ne. OXY), having ita 
entrance from the west 

The panels an the interior back and sidee of the shrine, and those on the sides of thm 
poreli are in Mrlj good pre^n^tinn, ejid are ^vite in eharaeter. (Pktea Hos. CXVI, 
CXVn and fig3. I, 2 and 3 in plate If a* CXVinO 

The panels on the. extoiior are alinoBt entirely worn away and filled in with brielcw'arJc 
and plaster ; those in anything like good pre&erv'atien are shown in Plate No. CXIX. The 
atriting similarity of the style of these, to some at the Kail&saufidha temple, is quite 
apparent. 

The base eiLTroimding the building is the usual one^ There are no renmins of a toi^ver 
over the shrine. 

This temple is small, with few of its details remaiDing thoroughly intact, but the 
arohiteotujal and sculptural features that do still exist, show its Pallav^a origin. 

This completes the list of known existing Pallaya structural temples in the once capital 
city of Southern India. 

Mention his been however made of the examples rcuiamiug at Tii'uppaditunram near 
K^Bchipuram, and KfLram in the same districtn 

The firert^ of these is a small building with tew arebiteetural details, and no soulpturea 
worthy of nnte. A peculiarity about it, due to modem additions, m the blcx^king up of the 
origLoai shnue on the ground floor, amd conatmeting another in the upper storey q.f the tower 
with a stair leading up to it. The temple seems of late Paltara date. 
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PERUMlL TEMPLE, EtiEAM. 

Thia tempb ia aitnated 9 miles nortk-nortli.vest of KlUleMpuftuii, 

The origm&l pla^u lias bseo comprisdd in a shHiie and porch, only* This has bsen the 
nsuftl arrm^ement in aU those templeai and any other ancessojy buildings were always bniLt 
detached &om the central shrine. 

A mandapaTn and open porch, with mi all shiine, ^fitK^as/aviiam^ and piiAami hare been 
added in the Vijayanagar period. (Plate Ko. CXX.) 

For present pniposes the original building only, need be noted. 

A slight resemblance to the charBctedaticB of Fallava architecture prceents itself in 
the building, hut in an advanced period of the style; in fact, sndi as would almost seem to 
place the temple at an early GhdJja period. 

The basenient is difierent from those tmivor^y seen in the Kdfichipiirain examples, and 
follows more after some temples of obvious Ch&la date,—^sneh aa Manimahgakm, Tenn6ri, etc. 
The eontinuoufl sculptured panals on the oxtcrior waits are wanting, and their place is filled 
by a single niche on each of the fai^das, again resembling the ChdM temples noted. The 
panels on the interior of the porches, and shrmes of the eaify temples have no eiostence here. 

The jffj at the comam are a connectiDg link between late Pallavn, and oaxlv Chdla 
arehitoctnre; and we see them here, thongh in a fom slightly modified from those of earlii 
examples. 

The blocks on the cornice again, have lost the distinotiTfl hoirBe-shoe form, tmivereal at 
TtfSmal Idpuram and EaTichipuram j and the later leaf ornament under, replaces the row of 
gandharva^ seen on the others. 

The tower wants the pyramidal masrivencas peculiar to early Pallava architecture, and 
its more elongated form is nn advance in this respect, on that at the Kafichiparam Tripurfinta- 

The navdis on the upper storeys are replaced by figures of Garu^. (Plate No, CXXl.) 

The evidence of the copperplate.'® formerly in possession of the temple, bat now in the 
Madras Musenm, would seem to place this building in the list of Palkva examples. It is, 
however, a very doubtful specimen, and, if in reality Pallavn, must be one of the very latest 
examples. It may have been commenced by the FaUavas and completed by the Chfliaa 
though the lower members of the basement—^betng different from the usual form—would not 
seem oven to support this view. 

A very conriderabie period nmat have elapsed between the completion of the KdEeht- 
pnram temples, and the foundation of this one; and, in the interval, the distinctive features of 
the early Pallava would be merging into the Ghdja style: this may account for the change. 

Everything therefore, seenifl to point to the temple being of a transitional period in the 
two styles of architoctore. 
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
